He was one of those who helped 
to bring about the revolution against Co- 
lombia, and in telling the story of it Will- 
jam Nelson Cromwell, attorney for the 
French Panama Canal Company, and now 
counsel for the new republic, had offered 
him office for his assistance. 

“Mr. Cromwell offered me the Presidency 
of the republic,” said Mr. Duque, “if I 
would raise a small force of men and de- 
clare a secession from Colombia. He also 
Said that if Colombia attempted to land a 
force in Panama, the United States Gov-

ernment would send a force and keep the 


land interests in the country and could not 
afford to take the place as leader. I know, 
however, that the United States Govern- 
ment was aware that the revolution was 
being brought about and that the President 
had a force ready to go to Panama at 


once if the Colombians sent any force 


there. 

“TI helped all I could. I am Chief of the 
Fire Department, and I had my men all 
ready for the’ outbreak. The reyolution 
was planned for 3 o’clock in the morning, 
but it had to be put off two hours. I told 


my men to hold back until 5 o'clock, and 


then we did the thnig up well. 
“Other men in Panama were approached. 


Several of the Generals received a few 
thousand dollars for themselves and some 
money for their men. 

“We were also promised enough money 
to establish a Government, so that we could 
put through the Panama Canal deal, but we 
did not need assistance in that line, for 
when we revolted we found about $200,000 
in the Treasury. Mr. Cromwell did not pay 
a cent out of his own pocket in bringing 
about the revolution, and I do not know 
who did pay. It was an exchanging of 
money for blood, and the successful event 
of the revolution was brought about by the 
liberal use of money. There was not a Gen- 
eral who did not get at least $3,000. The

‘Colombian.officials were all paid off, and 


even the Colombian General who was sent 
to Panama to lead his forces against the 
reyolutionists: was met, on arriving, by an 
employee of the real head of the revolu- 
tion, who also bought him off.” 

Mr. Duque also spoke of the trouble be- 
tween Gen. Davis, the Governor of the 
canal zone, and John F. Wallace, the en- 
gineer in charge of the canal, work. Mr, 
Duque said: 

“The people in Panama do not like Gen. 
Davis, They think him too autocratic. As j 
he rides through the streets in his carriage ; 
he is likened to the Shah of Persia, I have ! 
found him to be a just man, and it is only 
his way that is displeasing to the people. 
What brought about his disagreement with j 
Mr. Wallace was his wishing to combine } 
the rdles of Governor, canal builder, and | 
everything else. Mr. Wallace has now had 
it clearly stated to Gen, Davis that he must 
not interfere in the work of building the 
canal, and things are now quiet. Mr. Wal- 
lace is in supreme control of all of the 
works. : 

“There never was a man in Paname | 
better liked than he is. Beside that, he has 
already done excellent work in reducing | 
the expenses of the canal. He showed me | 
the figures for the work of July, in which | 
the cost of removing dirt was 80 cents a} 
cubic yard. August, during which he was 
in control, showed that the cost had been 
reduced to about 51 cents a yard. He be- i 
lieves that he can also reduce the cost of 
the locks along the canal route by several 
millions of dollars. The French in their 
studies of the soil about the places where 
locks are to be placed studied so far and 
then guessed at the rest. The American 
engineers must now go over the entire 
work and verify everything.”’ 

Concerning the reported protest of the 
Panamans against the establishing of two 
ports #m the canal zone by the United 
States, Mr. Duque said that the people do 
not understand the right of this country as 
set forth in the treaty, one article of which 
gives the United States the right to do just } 
as it is doing. | 

Mr. Duque said that the opposition to the | 
Government of Panama did not amount to; 
much, being carried on by three members 
of the Liberal Party, who might be likened 
to the professional Revolutionists of the | 
South .American republics, but who are j 
afraid to start any revolution in Panama 
because they know that the United States | 
Government would not allow an uprising | 
to go far. The leaders are Pablo Arosmena, 
First Vice President, and Dr, P. Borras, } 
who is not a citizen and cannot be one. | 
These men are antagonistic to Tomas 
Arias, the Secretary of the Government. 
They fight the Government with the ery 
that President. Amador is selling the coun- 
iry to the United States. Few people heed 
them, Mr. Duque said, and when a notice ' 
is posted for a public meeting not more i 
than a dozen people ever attend. i

CAPT. O'BRIEN HURT. 


Run Down by a Trolley Car—Mr. Me- 
Adoo Escaped. 

While standing with Police Commissioner 
McAdoo between the car tracks in Park 
Row late yesterday afternoon Capt. Ste- 
phen O’Brien of the City Hall Station, who 
has charge of the new traffic regulations, 
was struck by a car and received a severe 
scalp wound. 

Mr. McAdoo and his secretary, William 
Howell, arrived at the City Hall Station 
shortly after 4 o’clock and Capt. O’Brien 
immediately escorted them to the entrance 
of the Brooklyn Bridge. After watching 


the working of the new police arrange- 
ments there the three started toward the 
Post Office. When they reached Frankfort 
Street and Park Row they stopped and 
stood between the tracks of the Fourth Av- 
enue ears going north and the Third Ave- 
nue cars gding south. 

> Capt. O’Brien was ahead of the other two. 
They did not notice an approaching north- 
bound Fourth Avenue car until it was very 
near them. Mr. Howell was the first to see 
it, and he shouted: 

“‘ Look out, there for the car.” 

The Captain failed to hear the warning, 
andthe front of the car struck him on his 
side. He was thrown about five feet and 
landed on the top of his head. 

Mr. McAdoo. and Mr. Howell ran to him 
and carried him to the sidewalk. Sergt. 
McCullagh and several policemen ran up, 
and they carried Capt. O’Brien to the City 
Hall §tation House. The cut on his head 
was then seen to be a bad one, The Cap- 
tain’s fine uniform was ruined. An ambu- 
lance was summoned from the Hudson 
Street Hospital and Dr. Stone responded. 
Ho took three stitches in the Captain's 
wound. John Toler, the motorman of the 
car that struck Capt. O’Brien, was arrested 
and taken to the City “Hall Station while 
the Captain’s injury was being treated. The 
Captain refused to make a complaint against 
him, and he was released, Capt. O’Brien 
was then taken to his home in a cab, In 
speaking of the accident Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo said: 

“We were standing between the tracks, 
and how it happened I do not know. I re- 
membered when I saw the cars coming that 
I should stand straight, for I knew that 
some of the cars were wider, than others 
and I did not want to get hit. We had just 
left Major Ebstein, who had congratulated 
Capt. O’Brien on his excellent work in han- 
dling the traffic. The Captain was stunned 
by his fall, and he will undoubtedly be laid 
up for several days. 

“Capt. O’Brien has solved the traffic 
problem beautifully. It is improving day 
by day, and we have planned for an addi- 
tional improvement, which I think will aid 
the police greatly.” 

The Commissioner declined to say what 
the new plan was. 


CIGAR FIGHT NOT ENDED. 


President intervenes and @dth Sides 


Will Have Fugther Hearings. 
Special to The New York. Times. 
WASHINGTON, Bept. 21.—Acting Secre- 

Taylor of ‘the ‘Treasury Department 
has in effect held up the order of Assist- 
ant Secretary Armstrong providing a new 
stamp for cigars imported from Cuba. 

He to-day directed the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing to stop gfinting the 
new stamps, and announced that all parties 

the controversy over the use of cus- 
toms stamps for cigars would have further 
hearings. It is understood that this action 
has the approval of the President, to whom 
the American Tobacco Company, known as 
the Tobacco Trust, appealed for the reten- 
tion of the conspicuous stamp which is now 
affixed to its goods, and which has the 
effect of an advertisement of quality. 

The action of Mr. Taylor is in direct dis- 
agreement with that of Assistant Secretary 
Armstrong, .who has charge of customs 
matters, but as Mr. Taylor is Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury his authority is para- 
mount. 

Mr. Taylor to-night, when asked how the 
reversal of Mr. Armstrong's order came 
about, said that it was not for him to say. 
He could only state that it was decided, in 
the interests of fair play all around, that 
further hearings seemed necessary. He de- 
nied that political pressure or pressure of 
any kind had been employed in the interest 
of the American Tobacco Company. 

It is stated on the best authority that the 
President, in approving the further hear- 
ings, has ndét taken sides with either party 
to the contest. The aim has been simply 
t ive all concerned another day in court. 

“The independent tobacco men urge that 
the Government should not, as in effect it 
does, advertise the imported cigars of the 
trust when it was the aim of Congress, in 
letting in Cuban leaf tobacco at a low duty, 
to buila.up a home industry which is: now 
discriminated against unfairly by the re- 
tention of the customs stamp. The new 
stamp which Mr. Armstrong had ordered 
was so nearly like the green internal reve- 
nue stamp that the buyer of cigars with 
this stamp would not be able to tell whether 
he was getting imported cigars or not. 

The trust declares that a buver of im- 
ported cigars should be enabled to know 
that what he is getting is genuine.

Cuba, that they make just as good cigars 
as the trust, and that they want to have 
the benefit of the quality of their goods,

they will be within a few days, and that 
Mr. Taylor will sit as Acting Secretary of 
the Treasury to hear both. sides.

MELROSE, Mass., Sept, 21.—An outward- 
bound electric car containing thirty-two 
passengers was blown to pieces at 8 o'clock 


to-night near the corner of Wyoming Ave- | 


nue and Main Street, this city, by striking 

a fifty-pound box of dynamite that had 

fallen off an express wagon. . 
Six were killed, three more died of their

So great was the force of the explosion 
that two men standing in the door of a 
store fifty feet away were severely injured 
by the flying pieces, while every window 
within a radius of a quarter of a mile 
was broken. . 

The car contained mostly workingmen on 
their way to their homes in this city, but 
among the dead was a woman and her 
baby. At 9 o’clock to-night but few of the 
dead had been identified.

Within sitesek Matin after the accident 
a crowd of 3,000 persons was swarming over 
the scene, Relatives and friends of those 
on the wrecked car were rushing about try- 
ing to find their missing ones, while many 
others who thought that some of their 
families might possibly ,have been on the 
car were equally excited. 

There were a large number of people on 
the car when it left Buston, but several got 
off at Malden and streets beyond. The 
conductor, who stood on the rear platform, 
Was not injured in the least, fand about ten 
feet of the rear end remained intact. 

Of the injured seventeen Wweré removed to 
the Melrose Hcspital and four to the Sun- 
nyside Hospital.

OWN MASTER, SAYS HERRICK. 


If Elected Will Be Governor Himself, 
He Announces. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 21.—Judge D. 
Cady Herrick was on his way to the train 
to attend the funeral of his political lieu- 
tenant, ex-District Attorney Zeb A. Dyer, 
when he learned of his nomination for Gov- 
ernor. 

The Judge opened his campaign this 
evening with a brief speech delivered at a 
demonstration made in his hondér ‘by the 
Albany Democratic Club on its return from 
Saratoga. Congressman Francis Burton 
Harrison, candidate for Lieutenant Goy- 
ernor, who was caHing on Judge Herrick 
at the time, also made a few remarks. 

Judge Herrick, who was introduced by 
State Committeeman Patrick E. McCabe, 
spoke as follows: 

““Gentlemen of the’ Democratic Club, 
Citizens of Albany: From the bottom of my 
heart I thank you for this demonstration. I 
think you all understand that the honor 
which has beén conferred u 
come unsought, unsolicited. 
aspirations were for a professional honor 
with which I might round out my career. 

“You will not expect me to make a 
speech at this time. All 1 can say to you 
is, I have lived among you for over titty 
years. You know me; you have made me 
what I am; you will soon be called upon to 
pass judgment upon my fitness for the 
great office to which I have been nomi- 
nated, 

“Jn doing so, bear in mind tnat I have 
always been my own master; that if elect- 
ed, while I will court ang welcome the ad- 
vice and assistance of public men, I will be 
Gevernor myself.

HARMONY 


All Differences Dropped and 
Party’s Unity Proclaimed. 


ODELLFIERCELY ATTACKED 


Hill’s Nomination of His ,Old 
Enemy, Herrick, for the Gov- 
ernorship Arouses the 
, Wildest Enthusiasm. 


Specal to The New York Times. 
SARATOGA SPRINGS, Sept. 21.—With 


harmony talk on every lip, with peace in 
every move, and with absolute unanimity in 
arriving at every result, the State Conven- 
tlon to-day nominated its ticket by aeclam- 
ation'and adjourned sine die. Every leader, 
every delegate, and every shouter expressed 
himself as more than satisfied with the 
achievement of developing a ticket on which 
everybody agreed that they could agreé. ~ 

When the delegates began to gather in 
the convention hall for the second day’s 


session everything was uncertain and 


everybody was anxious for information as 
to what actually was going on in the lead- 
ers’ rooms at the Grand Union Hotel, where 
the final effort was being made to agree 
upon a definite programme. The session 
had been called to meet at 11 o'clock, byt 
at that time not more than half of the del- 
egates were in their seats and all the lead- 
ers were away. The visitors’ seats in the 
gallery and on the stage were well filled 
and the band was working overtime trying 


to get the crowd in good humor and keep 
it there. 


Standing Room at a Premium. 


From that time on the crowd began to 
pile into the hall, and half an hour later 
standing room was at a premium. Fifteen 
minutes after the hour set for the opening 
of the session practically the entire Tam- 
many parade entered the hall, with a band 
at the head of the procession and a second 
band further back in the column. The 
Tammanyites, cheering, marched around 
the hall and finally settled down to view 
the proceedings, the two bands taking up 
stations and playing during the intervals 
in the music of the regular band. which had 
been engaged by the convention. Between 
the three bands there was scarcely a min- 
ute during the hour of waiting that re- 
mained when-.some popular melody or pa- 
triotic air was not. entertaining the audi- 
ence of fully 6,000 people. — 

During the wait the crowd determined to 
get all the fun possible out of the situation. 
As none of the big leader's appeared, some 
of the pent up enthusiasm was lavished on 
the minor lights. ‘‘ Big Tom”. Foley,.whe 
leads the Tammanyites in -the Second Dis- 
trict, came in and got a reception that 
would have flattered a State leader. Foley 
was so confused over this that he fell into 
three chairs before he actually got to the 
seat where he belonged. Senator Thomas 
F. Grady came in a few minutes later, and 
the performance was repeated, except that 
Grady maintained his balance and got*into 
the correct row. 

Even Congressman Sulzer, perpetual can- 
didate, was cheered generously, With prop- 
er and becoming dignity he remained stand- 
ing as long as he possibly could and bowed 
his appreciation, Shortly after Sulzer ar- 
rived ex-United States Senator Edward 
Murphy, Jr., came into the hall absolutely 
unnoticed and took his seat at the head of 
the Rensselaer County delegation. 

All this time fully a third of the men in 
the big hall were smoking unreproved, until 
the atmosphere was literally filled with the 
tobacco fumes and smoke. As there were 
many ladies in the reserved seats, this 
caused considerable comment, but no move 
was made to check it until after the session 
had been formally opened.

While some of the fun was going on and 
the bands were playing, a would-be speak- 
er in the gallery tried to attract attention.

Then William B. Hornblower appeared on 
the scene and went to the chair to call the 
session to order. He was vigorously cheered 
and applauded, and at the same time the 
word was passed through the hall that the 
conference of leaders had agreed on a gen- 
eral harmony plan, with Herrick as the 
nominee for Governor. Intense interest 
was shown and there was a general scur- 
rying to get all possible information. 

At the same moment Senator McCarren, 
ex-Senator Hill, William F, Sheehan, and 
Cord Meyer, in the order named, entered 
the hall and went to their séats. Hach was 
warmly received. Patrick E. McCabe ac- 
companied Senator Hill to his seat, and 
quickly minor leaders clustered around 
those who had attended the conference, 
seeking information about the result, The 
effect of the announcement of the har- 
mony agreement was electrical. Every 
man in the huge auditorium seemed to

Thomas Jefferson, the founder of the Dem- 
ecratic Party, and make these declarations 
upon State isspes: 


The Issue of Odellism.—The paramount 
and overshadowing ‘issue in State affairs 
is between official honesty and official cor- 
ruption. We arraign before the bar of pub- 
lic Judgment the one-man power that to-day 
cominates the Republican organization of 
New York State. The people elected Ben- 
Jamin B. Odell Jr., to be Governor. In pal- 
pable violation of his sworn obligation te 
be the impartial servant of the whole peo- 
ple ne has asSumed to act as State Chair- 
man of a pelitical machine. His ‘present 
dual relation constitutes a, public scandal 
and amounts to the grossest contempt of 
duty in the histery of the State. 

Public Revenues Diverted to Private 
Protit.—For the first time in its history, 
the Empire State has a Governor whose 
personal integrity rests under widespread 
suspicion. He has surrounded himself by 
high officials and advisers under whose 
malign influence the public revenues of the 
State are largely diverted to private profit. 
Instead of being op to extravagance

Taxation Is Always a Burden.— 
Prodigal and corrupt expenditures, devised 
to consume instead of to conserve public 
funds, have so swollen the cost of govern- 
ment that the party in power dare not levy 
State tax to meet it; hence they 
1esort to indirect taxation, in the hope of 
deceiving the people. Taxation, whether di- 
rect or indirect, is always a public burden, 
and however or wherever collected, its pro- 
ceeds should be strictly devoted to public 
purpose instead of private enrichment. 

Enormous Appropriations.—The ap- 
propriations of the recent Legislature were 
the largest known in the history of the 
State, coachiog the enormous amount of

four years of Governor Odell's administra- 
tion. During the last year of Democratic 
administration the total appropriations of 
the State amounted to $15,713,778.

Canal Expenditure.—The interest of all

Judge Herrick was born in Esperance, 
Schoharie County, in 1846. His father was 
a merchant in Albany, and on his death left 
rim $75,000, which is the Judge’s estimated 
fortune now. He gained his education in 
/the Albany Classical Institute and Albany 
Law School, and his first lessons in prac- 
tical politics from the Albany Young Men’s 
Association. 
| He was elected District Attorney of Al- 
bany in 1880. At that time Daniel Manning 
was the Democratic boss of Albany, and 

|. Herrick became his chief lieutenant. Man- 
|mning was appointed Secretary of the Treas- 
'ury by Cleveland in 1884, and Herrick suc- 
ceeded him as the Democratic boss of Al- 
bany. Hill had the State patronage, whuse 
Herrick, through his connection with Cleve- 
land and Manning. controlled the National. 
Herrick consistently has opposed Hill in 
all the differences that have taken place 
between them. : 

Herrick, on his appointment to the Su- 
preme Court bench in 1885, did not resign 
his leadership, and he retained it after his 

lelection to h's present position in 1891, He 
éid. however, resign from the State Com- 
}mittee on going on the bench, and since 
then has never served on any committee or 
teen a delerate to any convention. He has 
been, however, 2s absolute a boss as ever, 
and his followers have filled all the po- 
| sitions. 
Judge Herrick hes a reputation among 
lawvers c{ both parties of being fair, im- 
} partial, and able. He unheld the civil serv- 
lice law and fined the State Board of Can- 
| vassers f-r canvassing the returns of 
| Dutchess County when Hill tried to get the 
| Senatorship through Maynaid. Ile has been 

a candidata since the opening of the cam- 

paign for the office of Chief Judge to suc- 
| ceed Judge Parker. : 

Francis Burton Harrison. 

Francis Burton Harrison, the candidate 
for the Lieutenant Governorship, was born 
in New York thirty years ago, and is the 
youngest man.on the ticket. He was grad- 
uated from Yale and the New York Law 
School. He is the son of the late Burton N. 


Harrison, private secretary_to Jefferson 
Davis during the civil war. He was nomi- 
nated in 1902 by the Democrats to contest 
the Thirteenth Congressional District, and 
was elected by a majority of 1,537, aithougs 
it was thovght by his opponents that he 
would not make mvre than a good showing. 
Attorney Genera! Cunneen, who has been 
renominated for that office, is known both 
as a successful politician and lawyer. He 
was born in County Clare, Ireland, in May, 
1848, and came to this country at the age of 
fourteen. After working as a farmhand for 
several years at Albion. Y., Mr. Cunneen 
studied law, and was admitted to the bar in 
1874. In 1840 he moved to Buffalo. He was 
a delegate to the National Democratic Con- 
eention of 1892. In 1805 he became a mem- 
ber of the Democratic State Committee and 
was elected its Secretary. 
Judge Edgar M. Cullen, who has been 
nominated by both parties as Chief Justice 
of the Court of Appeals, was born in Brook- 
lyn in 1843. He was graduated from Co- 
jumbia University at seventeen, and then 
entered Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, at 
i Troy, to study civil engineering. At the 
opening of the civil war he secured an ap- 
ointment as a Second Lieutenant in the 
irst United States Infantry. In December, 
1862, Gov. Morgan secured his detachment 
from the regular army. and in spite of his 
age—nineteen— made him_ Colonel of the 
Ninety-sixth Regiment, New York State 
Volunteers. Col. Cullen was severely 
wounded before Richmond, and was com- 
elled to retire from the army shortly be- 
fore the close of tne war. é resumed his 
engineering studies after his recovery, and 
practiced his profession for a year. He 
then took up law, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1867. In 1880 he was elected to the 
Supreme Court bench of the Second Judicial 
District, and at the end of his first term, in 
1894, was re-elected. He is now serving as 
Chief Judge in succession to Judge Parker, 
by appointment of Gov. Odell, and will 
serve until Jan. 1, when his full term will 
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Justice William E. Werner, candidate for 
Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals, 
is a Supreme Court Justice, serving as an 
additional Associate Judge of the Court of 
Appeals by a designation from the Govy- 
ernor. He will have to resign his Su- 

reme Court place before Jan. 1, when 

is full term will begin. He was born 
in Buffalo on April 15, 1855. At four- 
teen he was compelled to make his own 
way because of the death of his parents. 

He went to work on a farm, and afterward 

entered a factory in Buffalo. He attended 

a night school and studied bookkeeping. 

After working as a bookkeeper he saved 

enough by the time he was twenty-two to 

go to Rochester and study law. In 1879 he 

Was appointed clerk of the Municipal Court, 
and a year later he was admitted to the 
| bar. In 1884 he was elected County Judge 
| on the Republican ticket, re-elected in 1887, 

and again in 1889. When Justice Macomber 

died, in 1804, Judge Werner was elected in 
his place. In 1902 he was nominated by the 

Republicans for Associate Judge of the 

Court of Appeals, but was beaten by Judge 

John Clinton Gray. 

John Pallace, Jr., of Monroe, candidate 
for Secretary of State, is the member of 
Assembly from the Fourth Monroe District. 
He resides in Brockport, and is a practicing 

| attorney there. He was nominated by his 
arty.for Assembly in 1902, and defeated 
Bupervisor Albert P. Beebe of Parma, nomi- 
nated by the Republicans. He was re- 
elected in 1903. 

George Hall, the nominee for Controller 
is one of the wealthiest men in Northern 
New York, and in addition is the Demo- 
cratic State Committeeman for the Senate 
District which includes St. Lawrence and 
Franklin Counties. Mr. Hall has been four 
times Mayor of Ogdensburg, althaugh a 
Democrat living in the strongest Repub- 
lican section in the State.

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HILL EMBRACED BY. 
~ “HYSTERICAL DELEGATE 


Joy at His Nomination of His Old 
Enemy Overcomes Them. 


LEADERS’ VIEWS OF HARMONY 


All Indorse Resuit of the Convention 
and See in it a Certainty of 
Democratic Success.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 21.—Out of the 
conflict, the intense factionalism, and the 
bitter personai feeling which have marked 
the deliberations of the Democrats a4s- 
sembled here tor the past three days for the 
purpose of nominating a State ticket, there 
came to-day an exhibition of party har- 
mony which was almost unbelievable of 
men. Whatever may be the judgment of 
individuals as to the merit of the ticket 
chosen, there is no doubt that the conven- 
tion to-day will pass into history as one 
of the most memorable, if not the most 
memorable, that ever has been held by 

e party in the State. 

To-night there is not a leader of any de- 
gree of prominence in the party who does 
not say that the result of the convention 


meets his hearty approval, and will, in his 
nent bring success to the Democratic 
arty in the Nation and State. Such a com- 
pete wiping out of old scores as was 
rought about by the action of the con- 
vention was beyond the most sanguine ex- 
pectations. It caused general rejoicing. 

In fact, when David B. Hill, amid the 
plaudits of Tammany braves, McCarranites, 
and men of all factions of the party took 
the platform for the purpose of placing in 
nomination for Governor his ancient and 
unyielding political enemy, Judge D. Cady 
Herrick, the emotions raised in the breasts 
of many of his faithful followers were quite 
beyond their control. The enthusiasm may 
be said to have bordered on the hysterical. 


Carried Away by Emotion. 
That Hill increased his prestige with 
Democrats of all factions by his conduct to- 


day is the verdict of all. Many old-time 
Democrats were so affected by his course

of action and the promise of party success ! 


which it held forth, that after the conven- 
tion, when they went to his room to com- 
pliment him, they actually embraced him in 
the excess of their emotion. 

Friends of Judge Parker were delighted 
over the outcome. Up to within half an 
hour of the opening of the convention they 
did not believe that such results as were 
achieved were possible. They expressed en- 
tire satisfaction with the ticket nominated, 
had nothing but words of praise for Hill, 
McCarren, urphy, and all of the leaders 
who bore a prominent part in the harmony 
negotiations and were more than delighted 
with the good feeling which was manifested 
on all sides over the conclusion reached. 

One of the first acts of William F. Shee- 
han, Judge Parker’s personal representa- 
tive, after he left the convention was to 
send a message of congratulation to Judge 
Parker on the general good feeling over the 
convention's action. r. Sheehan looked 
as though a great weight had been lifted 
from his mind. When asked what he 
thought of the situation, he said: 

“I believe the maximum of good results 
has been obtained in what was a very try- 
ing situation for the party. What has been 
achieved did not seem possible yesterday. 
The animosities which existed had to burn 
themselves out. 

* A great many personal sacrifices had to 
be made. I don’t believe the sore spots 
which are left will cost the party a vote. 
Ex-Senator Hill acted magnificently, and I 
think he has immeasurably increased his 
prestige as the leader of the up-State Dem- 
ocracy. Senator McCarren, too, showed 
sp ndid loyalty to- the interests of the 


party. 

When Mr. Hill returned from the convention 
to his headquarters he was surrounded by a 
crowd of his admirers, who expressed their 
admiration for his cenduct in extravagant 
language. In response to the compliment 
Sros one of the up-State leaders, Mr. Hill 
said: 

“I think I have convinced everybody of 
my sincere desire to do what would be for 
the best interest of the party regardless of 
any personal consideration. During all the 
conferences we have had during all our 
differences, I think I can say that none of 
us has fer a moment lost sight of the cen- 
trai idea that our chief duty at this con- 
vention was to take such action as would be 
most conducive to the success of the Na- 
tional ticket. 

** Some of our up-State feliows did not like 
the indorsement of the judicial ticket of 
the Republicans a bit. We had plenty of 
votes to overthrow that programme if we 
had desired, but we concluded to swallow 
anything rather than take any action which 
would subject us to the charge of firing 
from the rear. 

*“T want to say that everybody has acted 
r.agnificently, sacrificing personal prefer- 
ences in the interest of the whole party. 
All individuals did not take the same views 
of things at the beginning, but all were ani- 
mated Sy a desire to nominate a winning 
ticket. What has been brought about to- 
Gay shows that we have a grand Democracy 
in the State of New York. We have nomi- 
nated a good ticket frem top to bottom. If 
we cannot win with the ticket we now have, 
and on issues we now have to present, it is 
hard to see how we can ever win. 

“But I am confident that we will win, 
both in the State and in the Nation.” 

Charles F, Murphy seemed happier at the 
close of the convention than he has been 
at any time since he came to Saratoga. In 
defeating the nomination of Controller Ead- 
ward M. Grout the Tammany leader felt 
that he had gained all that he had any rea- 
son to expect. He and all of his followers 
were perfectly satisfied with the result. 
Mr. Murphy made the following formal 
-* aaa on the outcome of the conven- 

on: 

“The action of the convention to-day 
sounds the call for the united Democracy 
throughout the State and means absolute 
harmony. The ticket nominated is a high- 
class one from top to bottom and will ap- 
peal to Democrats generally as well as in- 
vite the support of and encourage the 
young men in the party. I have no hesi- 
tancy in predicting that it will sweep the 
State and add great strength to the Na- 
tional candidates.” 


McCarren Has No Fault to Find. 


Senator McCarren, although admitting 
his disappointment over the failure of Con- 
troller Grout to get the nomination, said 
that he had no fault to find with the re- 
sult. 

“The convention did the best it could do, 
all things considered,” he said. ‘‘I think 
we have a winning ticket, and the Kings 


County orpeianiten certainly will do its 
best to roll up a big majority for Herrick 
and for Parker. This time it is the party 
that has won—not any individual.” 

William B. Hornblower, who was the tem- 
porary Chairman of the convention, when 
asked what he thought of the ticket nomi- 
nated, said: 

“I think the convention has acted wise- 
ly and that its course will be such as to 
please Democrats of all factions.” 

Martin W.,_ Littleton, President of the 
Borough of Brooklyn, between whom and 
Judge Herrick Senator McCarren was asked 
to choose when Mr. Grout had been elimi- 
nated from consideration on account of the 
implacable attitude of Tammany, said: 

‘The leaders of the party have all acted 
splendidly. There is no fault to be found 
with anything that has been done. The 
magnanimity shown by Mr. Hill in taking 
the platform to nominate Judge Herrick 
ought to be an inspiration to all Democrats 
and ought to win for Mr. Hill the admira- 
tion he deserves as a leader. It is time 
the assaults which have been made upon 
him chould — I know from personal 
knowledge that he was not justly criticised 
for the part he took in the National Con- 
vention at St. Louis, and his conduct to- 
day was noble.” 

National Committeeman McCabe of Al- 
bany County, whe was opposed to Judge 
Herrick’s nomination up to the very last, 
put on a Herrick badge after the conven- 
tion and said: 

“Away down deep in my heart I am 
heartily glad of the action which the con- 
vention took. I feel that we have all got 
on a higher plane of politics through what 
was done to-day, and that the Democracy 
is to become militant in the State and the 
Nation once again.”’ 

There was not a discordant note heard 
from any quarter. The up-State Democrats, 
apparently, were all highly pleased with 
the make-up of the ticket and the harmony 
of all factions filled them with enthusiasm. 
The general talk among them was that 
Judge Herrick would F% a surprising vote 
up State, and that if Greater New Yerk 
gave him anything like the majority it 
gave to Coler he would carry the State by 
a big margin,

ROSEMOUNT, ESOPUS, N. Y., Sept. 21. 
—Soon after it became known here that the 
Democratic State Convention had placed 
the ticket of Herrick and Harrison in the 
field Judge Parker made arrangements for 
another trip to New York.

In accordance with the promise made 
when you formally notified me of my nom- 
ination for Vice President, I avail myself 
of this opportunity to submit to you, and

' further views with respect to the ques- 
tions in issue before the people. 

The principles which are so frankly and 
felicitously expressed in the platform adopt- 
ed by the Republican National Convention 
.™meet with my heartiest approval. In the 

main they have been subjected to the test 

of actual experience and have been found 
to be well suited to our industrial and Na- 

tional needs. They have brought us to a 
,high state of. material development, and 

have made the Nation’s name respected 

among the powers of the earth. 


The utterances of political parties must 
be interpreted in the light of that practical 
censtruction which they have put upon 
them when intrusted with power. It is not 
alone what -they say, but what they will do 
which should weigh in determining their 
capacity to administer public affairs. 

We-have had two Administrations in the 
last seven years which have been governed 
by the same policies. We may consult the 
trade reports in vain to discover when the 


one ended and the other began. Both were 
obliged to make vast expenditures for 
much-needed public works. The rapidly ex- 
panding needs of the Government business 
must be met. The National equipment must 
keep pace with our National growth, yet 
always with due regard to the principles 
of sound economy in public expenditure. 
We have pursued no parsimonious policy on 
the one hand-nor indulged in extravagance 
. the other. We have measured the pub- 
expense by the public necessity. 

The convention did well in its hearty 
commendation of the Administration of 
President Roosevelt. This is sharply chal- 
lenged by the opposition. We accept the 
issue with confidence. The President as- 
sumed the responsibilities of Chief Execu- 
tive with a pledge to carry out the policy 
of his beloved and tamented predecessor. 
He kept the Cabinet of President McKin- 
ley, composed of statesmen of eminent 
ability, in whom the country placed entire 
ecnfidence. He carried forward the uneom- 
pleted work faithfully and successfully. The 
pledge has been kept scrupulously; the 
promise has been fulfilled. Peace and good 
order have been maintained. Domestic and 
foreign trade have increased and relatious 
of amity have been preserved with foreign 
powers. 

Foreign Policy Firm. 


The foreign policy of the Administration 
has been conservative, just, And firm, and 
has made for the advancement of peace. 
Time and events Have given Ws a larger 
place in international affairs. While we 
have enlarged our foreign commerce, we 


have increased our prestige abroad, not 
with the sword, but with the peaceful 
agency of enlightened diplomacy. 

Thirty treaties have been concluded and 
proclaimed, and stand to the credit of the 
Administration. Some of these are of far- 
reaching importance. Among the number 
are the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, supersed- 
ing the Clayton-Bulwer convention, which 
stood in the way of the construction of an 
Isthmian canal; the Panama Canal treaty, 
the Alaskan boundary treaty, and commer- 
cial treaties with China and with Cuba. 

Events in the Far East suggest the wis- 
dom and necessity of a continuance of the 
present foreign policy. We have main- 
tained exact neutrality between Russia and 
Japan. At the beginning of the war be- 
tween them they assented to the suggestion 
made by the Administration limiting the 
zone of hostilities. This tends to preserve 
the open door in the Orient, so important 
and so much desired in the expansion of our 
commerce. It is the policy of the Adminis- 
tration, predicated upon the soundest Na- 
tional prudence, to settle and remove by 
treaty, so far as possible, those interna- 
— differences which lead to future fric- 

on. 

We favor the adjustment of international 
disagreements by an appeal to reason, rath- 
er than to arms. A great majority of the 
questions which arise between nations may, 
without compromising the Nationa! honor, 
be submitted to arbitration. The Adminis- 
tration of President McKinley did well t9 
aid in the creation of The Hague Tribunal, 
and President Roosevelt is entitled to great 
credit for being the first to invoke its juris- 
diction in the settlement of the Pious Fund 
cases. 

Our relations with the world were never 
better. We have avoided all entangling al- 
lia nces, and, in the language of the emi- 
nent Secretary of State, ‘‘we are without 
an ally and without an enemy.” 

The convention wisely declared in favor 
of “ protection which guards and develops 
our industries,’’ and that ‘‘ the measure of 
Eretection should always at least equal ‘the 
cifferernce in the c»st of rroduction at home 
and abroad.”’ 


Protection Cardinal Doctrine. 


This principle was embodied in the plat- 
form of the convention which first nomi- 
nated Abraham Lincoln, and it has contin- 
ued to be one of the cardinal doctrines of 
the Republican Party during the forty-four 


years which kave elapsed since then. It 
has become incorporated into the public law 
and has become the fountation of our in- 
dustrial system. It has been regarded by 
the Republican Party as a reasonable ard 
approprizte exercise of the legislative pow- 
ec when imposing duties upon imports t9 
discrim'rste in favor of American indus- 
tries. This principle is dictated by a due 
rcgard for our enterprise and industry, and 
is founded upon the highest considerations 
of National interest. 

The Democratic Convention which lately 
assembled at St. Louis denounced “ 
ticn as a robbery of the many to enrich the 
few,’ and faycred a “ revision and gradual 
reduction of the tariff.” 

The issue is thus distinctly made. -It is by 
no means a new one, for while the Repub- 
lican Party has uriformly edhered to the 
olicy of fiotection, the Demccratic Party 
1as been consistent in its opposition. It 
has held tc the doctrine of a revenue tariff, 
and curing all the years of the contest has 
ma/‘ntzined that the protective system was 
oppored to gcod morils, in contravention of 
the Const'tution and ir viclation of sourd 
ecc nomics Ihe objections which are now 
urged against it ore only a repetition of 
these which have found utterance for many 
years. The d fference between the parti2s 
is radical and fundamental. It invo'ves the 
pri-ec:ple of protection, and not simply the 
measure of the duties to be laid. 

A revision of duties should be made only 
when conditions have so changed that the 
public interest demands their alteration, 
and they should be so revised as to pre- 
serve and not destroy the protective prin- 
ciple. 

K revision and reduction by those who 
regard the tariff as a robbery must awaken 
serious apprehension among all whose capi- 
tal is sennloved or who are engaged at labor 
in the various’ enterprises throughout the 
country which depend in large measure 
upon the maintenance of the protective 
system. A revision of the tariff along reve- 
nue lines means the increased importation 
of the products of foreign manufacture 
which come into competition with our do- 
mestic production. It means a loss to the 
American wage earners and to American 
capital. This is, therefore, not a theoretical 
question. which is presented to them, but 
is ore of Immediate and practical moment. 
It can be settled by them, and by them

The law, which was regarded as in- 
effective by a Democratic administration, 
has been invoked by the President against 
combinations in restraint of wholesome 
commerce, and it has been upheld by the 
courts, 

The Congress last year enacted a law to 
expedite the hearing and Ccrermination of 
suits arisin under the Anti-Trust and 
Inter-State Commerce acts, so that the ends 
of justice might not be defeated by delay. 
It created the Department ci Commerce 
and Labor, with authority to obtain neces- 
sary information with respect to the cre- 
ation and operation of corporations engaged 
in inter-State commerce. It also amended 
the inter-State commerce law so as ef- 
fectually to abolish the pernicious system of 
rebates under which large shippers could 
crush their smaller competitors. These are 
important, practical steps taken by a Re- 
publican President and a Republican Con- 
gress for the protection of the people 
against. the encroachments of combined 
ee, 

he Democratic ah has done nothing 
toward a he egitimate interests 
and restraining combinations effected for 
extortion or other improper purposes. it 
proposes. as a principal remedy for unjust 
combinations to remove the tariff from 
trust-made goods, thereby inviting the for- 
eign producer to occupy our home market 
in an attempt to regulate our own indus- 
tries. It has assumed that the so-called 
trusts are either created or fostered by the 
tariff. 7The assumption is fallacious, Trusts 
are found in free trade countries, and they 
control commodities in this country whic 
are upon the free list. 


Republicans and Gold Standard. 


The Republican Pagty is more direct and 
rational. It does not strike down good and 
bad alike. It invokes the authority of Con- 
gress and the power of the courts to deal 
with specific, well-defined combinations in 


restraint of the rights and interests of the 
people. It is as insistent upon the protec- 
tion, of capital employed in wholesome en- 
terprise as in preventing its use in contra- 
vention of the public interests. 

The convention very properly declared it 
“to be the duty of the Republican Party 
to uphold the gold standard.” There is no 
more important duty than to maintain the 
stability and the character of the money of 
the people. Their manifold exchanges should 
be effected.in a currency as free from 
blemish-as the National integrity. The Re- 
publican Party has been .essentially the 
guardian of the financial credit of the coun- 
try and the steadfast supporter of sound 
currency. It has maintained the National 
credit and preserved the soundness of our 
monetary system against persistent and 
powerful opposition. 

The money question has seemed to_ be 
settled at various times, but the contest has 
been revived by the enemies of sound 
money whenever they. have thought that 
they might be successful. We should not 
relax our vigilance in upholding the in- 
tegrity of our currency so long as a con- 
siderable element of our country are at -war 
with it. When Democratic candidates can- 
not hope to win preferment in a National 
Convention without industriously conceal- 
ing their monetary views, and when Demo- 
cratic National and State Conventions dare 
not declare their faith in the virtue of the 
gold standard, the hour has not arrived 
when the forces of sound money should 
disband and leave the field. 

We not only established the gold stand- 
ard, but we provided such. safeguards as 
will maintain our silver and paper currency 
at a parity with it. But all of this may be 
changed at any time by a hostile Congress 
or endangered by an unfriendly Secretary 
of the Treasury. Our past experience warns 
us that it is only a question of time when 
those who are always opposed to a sound 
monetary policy will again seek to over- 
throw it. 

The Republican Convention did well not 
only to pledge anew our fidelity to the 
gold standard, but to declare its purpose 
to uphold “the integrity and value of our 
National currency.” There should be no 
equivocation or doubt as to our inflexible 
purpose not only to maintain the gold 
standard, but to keep all silver and paper 
currency at a parity with it. 

The assumption that the gold standard is 
“irrevocably established ’’ does violence to 
the law. It was established by an act of 
Congress, but the Congress may. alter, 
amend, or appeal that act at any ‘time. 
It is no more irrevocably established than 
are our tariff schedules. The one may be 
changed as readily as the other. 

Sound money is so vital to our welfare, 
so important to our industrial development, 
that we should let its open enemies or 
negative friends know that we abate noth- 
ing of k sapi determination to uphold and 
defen * 

Since 1896 we have improved the system 
as well as increased the volume of our cur- 
rency. We have now in circulation $2,521,- 
151,527, or $880,942.008 more than we had 

even years ago. The increase has not been 

ue alone to the larger yield of gold, for 

$262,659,559, or nearly 80 per cent., of the 
increase is composed of silver and National 
banknotes, which, under the Republican 
policy, are essentially the equivalent of 

‘old. 
sot in the future the exigencies of busi- 
ness, which no wisdom can now foresee, 
should make. additional monetary or finan- 
cial legislation advisable, the 
Party may be intrusted to enact 
rational lines.

POSTAL FRAUD ARRAIGNMENT 


To Find Who Got Graft an Argument 
for Overturning Present Majority in 
Congress, Textbook Says. 


The final installment of proofsheets of 
the Democratic campaign textbook deals 
with “the Panama Affair” and the postal 
frauds.

President Roosevelt recognized as the Goyern- 
‘ment of a sovereign State as large as the State of 
Indiana a baker's dozen of conspirators whose 
so-called rebellion was not even known to the 
people, and before they had either an army or 
a navy, or a treasury, or had fought a single 
battle with the parent Government. Further he 
violated the Constitution of the United States 
which gives to Congress the exclusive right: to 
declare war, or to gin war. The President 
has no right to levy war against another country 
with which we are at peace without express 
authority from Congress. He sent warships to 
Panama, then an integral part of Colombia, in 
expectation of an insurrectionary movement 
which had not then occurred, and ordered their 
commanders to resist with force the landing of 
Colombian troops sent there to prevent an insur. 
rection. An order to commit an act of war is 
itself a declaration of war. 


In conclusion the book quotes the opinion 
of William Morton Grinnell, an authority 
on international law, who was Third As- 
sistant Secretary of State under President 
Harrison, who said of President Roosevelt's 
action: 


His conduct with regard to the Panama 
Canal is ridiculous. It is more absurd than 
illegal, for it amounted to an enunciation of 
the doctrine of em‘nent domain applied to a 
forcign State. The whole affair was a viola- 
tion of international law, and it is neediess 
te say that nothing of the kind would have 
tuken place had the country concerned been 
England, France, or Germany instead of 
Penama. The action of the President with 
regard to Panama was nothing more or legs 
than giving sanction to, or at least conniving 
at, the dismemberment of a republic which 
was in a sense the ward of the nation, As a 
result, those.

Preparations at Mukden for a Gen- 
eral Engagement. 


RUSSIANS ARE INTRENCHING 


Both Armies Again in Condition to 
Fight—A Winter Campaign Is 
Now Talked Of. ~~ 


BERMIN, Thursday, Sept. 22.—A dispatch 
sent from Mukden at 9:18 o’clock last night 
to the Lokal Anzeiger says: 

“The Japanese on Tuesday attacked Da 
Pass, fifty miles southeast of Mukden, with 
what result is not known. 

“The Red Cross institutions here are 
making ready for a general engagement.” 


PARIS, Sept. 21.—A dispatch to the 
Temps from Mukden, dated 7:30 P. M. yes- 
terday, says: 

“Russians executed reconnaisances Mon- 
day which devel ped that the main army of 
the Japanese is about twenty-two miles 
southeast, under Ken. Kuroki, with two 
divisions at Yen-Tai. 

“The Japanese junks turned back after 
succeeding in getting up the Liao River 
almost to Sing-min-Tung. 

“A great battle is expecte@ along the 
Hun River, which fronts both sides.” 

Tokio Expects a Big Battle. 

TOKIO, Sept. 21.—The impression is grow- 
ing general that an engagement will soon 
cceur at Mukden. 

Gen: Kuropatkin is evidently preparing 
to: make a determined resistance to any at- 
tempt to dispossess him, and is intrenching 
and constructing defenses. He has an im- 
mense force available; but the opinion is 
expressed that Tie Pass would be a more 
favorable location for defense. The Rus- 
sians, however, are unwilling to suffer the 
loss of prestige which would be involved by 
the abandonment of Mukden. 

Both armies have now recovered from the 
effects of the battle of Liao-Yang. They 
are in condition to fight, and the weather is 
favorable for military operations. The 
reads are drying, and the Japanese are 
speedily restoring the railway. 

A party of military attachés who re- 
cently went to Liao-Yang from Tokio, were 
dragged for one hundred miles in open 
trucks by coolies. The army is now for- 
warding rolling stock with captured cars 
and engines, and the service will soon be 
horoughly organized.

English Wife of Officer Describes Port 
| Arthur Scenes. 
|CHE-FOO, Sept. 21.—Mrs. Anna. Kra- 
Htchenko, the English wife of a Russian 
brmy officer, who arrived here the night of 
kept. 17 with Lieut. Prince Radziwill from 
Port Arthur, is the first woman to run the 
hliockade from the Russian stronghold since 
he Japanese increased their vigilance to 
brevent egress from the port. 

Her trip was rendered extremely perilous 
because she came out with the Prince and 
his companion, Lieut. Christoforoff, who 
tarried messages from Lieut. Gen. Stoessel 
4o Gen. Kuropatkin. 30th these officers 
lwere disguised, and had they been captured 
by the Japanese they would certainly have 
been put to death. 

“Mme. Kravtchenko was so worn out and 
exhausted by her adventure that she was 
iwnable to see the correspondent of The 
Associated Press until to-day. In an inter- 

| view she said: 

} “We left Port Arthur at 8 o’clock on the 
night of Sept. 15. There was a good wind 
and the moon was bright. We were suc- 
cessful in avoiding the danger of the first 
Japanese blockading line. We came up to 
the second line when the moon was under 
a cloud. Searchlights were flashing on all 
sides, but our junk was not discovered. 

“We suddenly discovered ourselyes close 
to another junk with a Japanese crew on 
board. They presumably were pirates, but 
we outsailed them and drew away. 

* At G o'clock the next morning we saw 4a 
steamer coming in our direction. She had 
“the appearance of a cruiser, and I was ter- 
ribly frightened. When we saw the cruiser 
Prince Radziwill and Lieut. Christoforoff 
went below. I stretched myself out on deck 
and covered myself with dirty blankets. 
Chinese were lying at my feet, and for 
nearly an hour, although nearly smothered, 
] kept my position. [ never uttered a more 
thankful prayer than when I was informed 
that the steamer we had seen was a Red 
Cross vessel, and that her Captain had no 
intention of overhauling us. 

““ Wonderful things are being done by the 
staffs of the differént hospitals at Port 
Arthur, who are assisted by women. There 
are thirty nurses for each thousand pa- 
tients. The ladies devote most of their time 
to the making of clothes for the soldiers. 
The laundry work is done by the poor wo- 
men and the wives of the enlisted men. The 


sick and wounded are thus kept supplied 
with clean clothing. The laundry work has 
to be done in dreadful heat. 

“There are no contagious diseases at 
Port Arthur, but many deaths are result- 
ing from the bite of a large red-headed 
fly. which feeds on the decomposing corpses 
seattered over the battlefields, A doctor 
who was bitten on the thumb by one of 
these flies instantly severed that member. 
We then had his arm amputated, but not 
before the poison had reached his heart. 
‘The result of the bite was fatal,

Corroboration of Previous Reports as to 
Japanese Plan at Port Arthur.

ARGENTINE SHIPS NOT SOLD. 


Minister Says None of the Offers Made

BUENOS AYRES, Sept. 21.—Sefior Bet- 
bader, Minister of Marine, was interviewed 
to-day regarding the report that four war- 
ships purchased from Argentina had been 
added to the Russian Baltic squadron at 
Libau. 

The Minister authorized the statement 
that the report was without any founda- 


tion, and said further that there was ne 
basis for rumors of the sale of Argentine 
warships, although numerous offers had 
been received recently through commission 
houses. None of thesevoffers was enter- 
tained by the Argentine Government, and 
no negotiations whatever were pending for 
the sale of vessels of the navy. 

All the warships of this republic are at 
present in Argentine waters.

him at almost the same moment, passing 
the winning post in a line, all hard ridden 
and doing their best, with Teacress, in the 
opinion of the judges, just a head the best 
at the end. Gamara being placed second, 
with Bank third and Merry Lark fourth. 

Next to the selling stakes, the interest of

Narrow Escape for Jockey Kelly. 
In about as narrow an escape as ever a race- 
rider experienced, Jockey C, Kelly rested last 


night at his boarding house at Gravesend, nurs- 
ing a broken .arm as his only injury after half 
of a field of fourteen horses had galloped over 
him as he lay on the track. Kelly, a Western 
boy who achieved instant success on his arrival 
at Brighton Beach for the Summer/Mmeeting, had 
the mount on Hardy B, Durham’s colt Topright, 
in the last race of the day, and getting his mount 
away well up in the crowd, closed on the rail 
and was in about the middle of the field when, 
just as the horses were making the turn into the 
back stretch, he was crowded so close by horses 
on all sides of him that Topright was thrown and 
Kelly plunged forward, landing on the track 
beneath the feet of the horses coming on behind. 
How they managed to miss him in the dust and 
bustle of the turn is hard to imagine, but one 
horse among the trailers seemed to see the boy on 
the track and rose. as a steeplechaser at a jump, 
jumping clear over him. Kelly fell just beside 
the rail and remained motionless while men ran 
clear across the field to pick him up. He was 
unconscious when lifted, and remained stunned 
until removed from the race course in the 
ambulance from the Coney Island Emergency 
Hospital, but a short time after he was taken 
to Coney Island he recovered. His arm was 
broken, but no other injury could be found, and 
as he felt strong enough to go home he was 


permitted to leave.

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JUDGE HERRICK. 

That the Democracy of New York in 
the nomination of Judge D. Capy HER- 
rick for Governor has taken a step for- 
ward and upward would not be denied 
even by an enemy. Of the men the 
party has nominated for that office in 
the past twenty years only Mr, CLEVE- 
LAND and Mr, HILL may be said to sur- 
pass Judge Herrick in ability, while his 
qualifications and his fitness, personal 
and political, faifly shine in comparison 
with those of the last three nominees— 
Avecustus VAN Wyck, JoHNn B. STANCH- 
FIELD, and Brrp 8S. CoLtER, D. CapY 
HeRRICK has been an able agd perfectly 
upright Judge. Members of the bar re- 
spect him and speak highly of him. 
When it was suggested that he be named 
for the Chief Judgeship of the Court of 
Appeals, made vacant by the resignation 
of Judge PARKER, no criticism was heard 
from lawyers so far as we are aware, ex- 
cept upon one ground to which we shall 
refer later. In nominating a Judge upon 
the bench, a Judge of high standing, the 
Democratic Party has made sure that its 
candidate will enjoy the confidence of 
the people. His present office is an am- 
ple guarantee of worth and character, 
even if Judge HERRICK had no other. 

He is a native of New York. He is 
thoroughly familiar with the public af- 
fairs and the public interests of the 
State, and the transaction of its public 
business at Albany has for years been 
attentively observed by him. If elected 
he will be a capable and efficient Gov- 
ernor. 

We know nothing that can be said 
against Judge HERRICK, except that he 
continued to take an active part in poli- 
tics after he had become a Judge of the 
Supreme Court in the Third Judicial Dis- 
trict. That was an impropriety, it was a 
scandal. It ought not to have been. 
Some persons have been inclined to take 
a lenient view of this dereliction because 
Judge Herrick has fought Davip B. 
Hitt in Albany politics. We do not 
think that fact excuses, it certainly does 
not justify. For our part we shall not 
attempt to excuse or gloss over this part 
of the candidate’s career. Democratic or 
independent voters, yes, Republican vot- 
ers sick of Odellism, who are troubled by 
it ought to ask themselves, What are the 
objects that good men should seek to 
achieve by the use of the suffrage in 
New York State this Fall? If any voter 
believes that it is his chief duty to ad- 
minister a rebuke to a Judge who has 
dabbled in politics, then by all means he 
ought to vote against Judge H®RRICK. 
The platform adopted at Saratoga yes- 
terday, however, declares that “ the par- 
amount and overshadowing issue in 
State affairs is between official honesty 
and official corruption.” Officially 
Judge Herrrck is without stain. His 
personal character is blameless. His ad- 
ministration of the office of Governor 

“ would be characterized by entire probity. 
What does the Democratic platform 
mean by “official corruption’? It 
means Odellism. It means the Repub- 
lican “system” established at Albany, 
which has come in the public mind to be 
considered a companion-piece to the po- 
lice “ system” in New York prior to the 
Low administration. “For the first 
time in its history the Empire State has 
a Governor whose personal integrity 
rests under widespread suspicion,” says 
the platform. That is a grave imputa- 
tion. It would have been better, we 
think, te omit that sentence from the 
platform. it does not sound well, and so 
far as THe Times is concerned it has 
never heard of any act of Gov, ODELL 
which would bring his personal integrity 
under suspicion. Tue Times does know 
that officially he does not enjoy the pub- 
lic eanfidence. It has heard the ugly 
word corruption used of the Departments

But Judge HeRRIcK 
is far and away above the majority of 
those whose names were oftenest heard 
in the ante-Convention gossip. He is not 
a man of faction; it is something to be 
grateful for that he stands in no ascer- 
tainable relation either to MURPHY or 
McCarren. Judge HERRICK was nomi- 
nated by Mr. HILL, his old enemy, and by 
acclamation. He seems to be the candi- 
date of a united Democracy, which au- 
gurs well for his election. This is a 
Democratic State in years when the 
party is united. - 

Mr. Francis BuRTON HARRISON, nomi- 
nated for Lieutenant Governor, is @ 
young man of promise. Two years ago 
THE Times took great pleasure in com- 
mending him to the voters of the Thir- 
teenth Congressional District, who elect- 
ed him to the House of Representatives 
by an unexpectedly large plurality. Mr. 
Harrison has devoted himself seriously 
to his Congressional duties, and would be 
an acceptable Lieutenant Governor. He 
is a young man of wealth, he is also a 
young man of character. The decision 
of men of that stamp to enter and pur- 
sue a political career should be welcomed. 

The Convention gave Attorney General 
CUNNKEN a renomination. That is first- 
rate, He is a good Attorney General to 
keep in office. The Convention also nom- 
inated Judge CuLLen for Chief Judge of 
the Court of Appeals, and Judge WERNER 
for Associate Judge of that court. That 
was pre-eminently a right and wise thing 
to do. The Republican Convention had 
put the names of Judges CULLEN and 
WERNER upon its ticket. They stand 
now upon the Democratic ticket. All 
partisan considerations are eliminated 
from the judiciary election, as they 
should be. The Democratic Party will 
gain bv this wise and sensible action of 
its Convention. 


NO MANDATE FOR PROTECTION. 

Mr. HoRNBLOWER was perfectly justi- 
fied in saying at Saratoga that “the 
American people have never as yet given 
a mandate to Congress to pass a pro- 
tective tariff mor have they ever ap- 
proved such a tariff,” 

The Republican Party came into power 
in 1860 on the issue of slavery. The elec- 
tion of 1864 and that of 1868 were won 
on issues of the war and of the currency. 
The tariff in 1868 had become highly pro- 
tective by the repeal of internal war 
taxes without the repeal of the duties 
which were imposed as an offset to these, 
and there was a strong protest against 
this action, which would have been in- 
fluential if the Democrats had not taken 
up the Greenback illusion. In 1872 the 
Democratic candidate was GREELEY, and 
the tariff issue was eliminated. In 1876 
the chief issue was the resumption of 
specie payments, with the tariff as a col- 
lateral issue, and Mr. TILDEN had a de- 
cided plurality of the popular vote. In 
1880 the Republicans, who held out hopes 
that they would reduce the tariff—which 
they pretended to do in 1883—had a plu- 
rality of only 7,018 in a vote of nearly 
9,000,000. In 1884 the issue was mainly 
BLAINe’s character and associations, but 
so far as the tariff was involved the ver- 
dict was against protection. In 1888 
CLEVELAND had the popular vote, but 
lost the Electoral College by treachery in 
New York. There was no mandate for a 
tariff then, rather the contrary. In 1892 
CLEVELAND’s election was the popular 
response to the McKinley tariff. Since 
then the elections have turned on Bryan- 
ism. 

It is literally true that the American 
people have voted but once in the last 
sixty years on protection, and then con- 
demned it. 

STAGNANT CUBAN TRADE. 

We do not think that our Minister to 
Cuba has very good reason for scolding 
the Cuban merchants and planters for 
increasing their purchases of goods from 
Europe faster than they increase their 
purchases from the United States. It 
seems that we still have the largest 
trade, but ours grows at the rate of 3 per 
cent. annually, while that of England in- 
creases 20 per cent., that of Germany 21 
per cent., that of Spain 16 per cent. Mr. 
Seurers thinks that there is “ danger to 
reciprocity in the present uneven trade 
between the two countries,” and has 
urged that fact on the business men of 
Cuba. 

But why'do the Cubans buy more of 
others than of us? The duties on our 
goods are not higher than on others; in 
some important lines the duties are low- 
er in Cuba on our goods. There can be 
but one rational business explanation, so 
far as we can see. The English and the 
Germans and the rest sell their goods at 
lower prices, or of better qyality, or in 
forms more suited to the market, or on 
better terms; that is to say, they offer 
better bargains than our merchants do, 
In some degree this is due to their bet- 
ter equipment and training for foreign 
trade. The American merchant is by law 
hindered from becoming a trader on a 
large scale in foreign markets and has 
the homely wit of the home-keeping 
youth. Then our manufacturers are lim- 
ited to a great extent to the domestic 
market by the taxes on imported mate- 
rial, while the foreigner, especially in 
Bngiand, has a wider choice at lower 
prices, Even in Germany, which is a 
mildly protective country, raw materials 
are taxed very lightly or not at all. 
‘Again, a good part of our exports of real 
manufactures is sent out by the partial 
monopolies, the trusts, only when 
“dumping” is profitable because of 
slack home demand. It is not easy to 
build up a permanent and growing for- 
eign trade under these conditions. 

If the present reciprocity arrangement 
does not secure for us as much trade as 


‘we should like, the above is probably the 4 bly det 


matters any to withdraw the reductions 


of duty we have made. It would be more 
sensible, indeed, to increase them, for the 
more the Cubans sell to us the stronger is 
the tendency at least to buy from us. 

THE PASSING OF THE BOYCOTT. 

Among the unions which have made 
the boycott ridiculous may be included 
the United Garment Workers. At the 
present time a majority of the important 
clothing ‘manufacturers of the United 
States are under the boycott, and the 
number thus favored increases in inverse 
ratio to its effectiveness, Meanwhile the 
open shop is established wherever its 
establishment is resisted. In discussing 
the net result of boycotts against cloth- 
ing manufacturers The Trade Record 
Says: 

There is really very little affectation in 
the statement that a boycott has often 
proved an altogether unmixed blessing to 
the enterprise against which it was directed 
on account of the public sympathy and an- 
tagonism to such union methods aroused by 
its imposition. This desirable effect has 
not, unfortunately, been so noticeable of 
late, because the boycott has become so 
familiar and usually harmless an event, 
ctherwise there would probably be to-day 
quite a scramble among the more enterpris- 
ing concerns to place themselves under its 
benign and fattening influences. : 

To make a boycott effective costs a 
great deal of money and involves much 
hard work. Both are largely wasted 
when so employed. 

GEN. CORBIN ON “OVERMARRIAGE.” 

Gen. CorRBIN’s recommendation to the 
War Department that no officer of the 
army be “ permitted” to marry until he 
has satisfied the Secretary of War that 
he has an income sufficient for the ade- 
quate support of a family and received 
official permission to do so will not in- 
crease his popularity with young women; 
and to say that “our army is overmar- 
ried” is to initiate a phrase which both 
married officers and their wives will 
consider in the highest degree objection- 
able. 

But Gen. CorBIN is quite right, as 
many young women married to young 
army officers of relatively low rank have 
found by bitter experience. The pay of 
an officer of the grade to which a young 
man can possibly attain within the pe- 
riod in which his fancy lightly turns to 
thoughts of love is not sufficiently lib- 
eral to afford comfortable support for a 
family of the proportions which those 
opposed to “race suicide” would ap- 
prove. Second Lieutenants in service 
from five to ten years receive in pay and 
allowances from $1,549 to $1,680 per 
year, according to whether they are 
mounted or unmounted. First Lieuten- 
ants receive from $1,650 to $1,700, Cap- 
tains from $1,920 to $2,200, Majors 
$2,780, Lieutenant Colonels $3,350, and 
Colonels $3,850. Few men reach the 
grade of Colonel until on the verge of re- 
tirement, say between fifty-five and 
sixty; and if they have remained that 
long unmarried they are not thereafter 
likely to become “ overmarried.””’ A much 
larger proportion of the pay of an officer 
is required to meet the expenses incident- 
al to his position than is true in ‘the case 
of a clerk or subordinate in a private busi- 
ness enterprise. This leaves very little 
for the support of a wife and children, 
and usually not enough to permit them to 
follow him to remote or foreign assign- 
ments and live comfortably when there. 
The result is that a fair and perhaps a 
large proportion of the wives of young 
officers are found seeking shelter for 
long periods under the paternal rooftree, 
if there be one, and that many of those 
who have no parents to return to live 
extremely uncomfortable and unsatisfac- 
tory lives. 

It is not right to demand of a young 
man without fortune that he shall as- 
sume the obligation of celibacy if he 
elects a military career; but it is emi- 
nently right to impress the young soldier 
with a realizing sense of the fact that if 
he cannot support a wife in comfort on 
the resources in sight it is “ conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman” to 
ask a young woman to share his insuffi- 
cient earnings, knowing as he must that 
her lot will be one of disappointment and 
privation. 


SOCIAL SALVAGE. 

Gen. Boots, the head of the Salvation 
Army in England, has been making a 
stirring appeal throughout the United 
Kingdom for permission to save the 
“wreckage” of English society, the 
tramps, the drunkards, the paupers and 
petty criminals, and the “lost” women, 
with the understanding that the army 
will “take money for results,” and then 
only reimbursement of expenditures. 

The General, who is as young in his 
seventy-seventh year as he was twenty 
years ago, is delighted with the reception 
his plan met in the North, and is now 
pressing it in London. He points to the 
existence of 50,000 tramps, to the $70,- 
000,000 spent in the care of paupers, to 
the enormous cost and slight return in 
the way of security from the prisons, and 
declares that the Salvation Army can 
take the majority of the cases thus vain- 
ly dealt with and make of them decent, 
self-supporting men and women. His 
general idea is a series of ‘“‘ homes” in the 
centres of population, conducted by the 
army, with aid from the taxes, to which 
in gradually increasing numbers those 
could be sent who are likely to become 
“social wrecks,” such committal to be a 
condition of the sentence for petty crime 
or of release from confinement, or of re- 
lief given under the poor law. He as- 
serts, and it is not easy to refute the ev#- 
dence, that the ordinary methods of 
treating crime and poverty are very ex~- 
pensive and largely futile, so far as the 
permanent reclaiming of the subjects is 
concerned, 

We do not think that it can be reasona- 


successful in a remarkable degree, or 
that it would be very desirable to enlist 
such agencies in a wider field, so far as 
they could be usefully employed. A plan 
of that sort would require careful in- 
vestigation before adoption by disinter- 
ested persons capable of getting at the 
facts ina systematic and comprehensive 
manner. But the evidence already avail- 
able that the army has done essential 
and permanent good in many ways is 
considerable. And it is certainly the only 
agency of the sort that operates on 4 
large scale and over a large territory. It 
will occur to many that the army does 
not at present give the certainty of con- 
tinuity and permanence, that it is de- 
pendent on the talents of a few leaders 
who may not have efficient successors, 
and that the general movement has not 
given convincing proof of an abiding and 
continuing vitality. But these sugges~- 
tions do not apply to the proposition of 
Gen. Boots to accept aid from the pub- 
lic funds only for “results.” There can 
be no serious harm in an experiment on 
these terms, and there is the possibility 
of solid advantage. It-is a principle of 
maritime law that the rescuers of prop- 
erty abandoned on the high seas shall be 
entitled to “salvage” fully proportioned 
to the value of the property. There is a 
lot of what may be justly called wrecked 
humanity in our prisons, in our poor- 
houses, on our streets, and along our 
highways, as to which the authorities do 
nothing except to try to prevent it from 
doing present damage. If the Salvation 
Army can take any considerable part of 
it into its charge, put it in shape for fut- 
ure usefulness, give it spiritual and 
moral and physical value, restore it in 
fact to society, surely the mere repay- 
ment of the money expended in the proc- 
ess is not exorbitant salvage.

—RMr. SYDNEY BROOKS, writing in Har- 


; per’s Weekly under the quoted headline of 


“The English Dreyfus Case,’ denies that 
the experience of ADOLF BEcK with British 
justice as represented by the police and 
the criminal courts warrants the usage of 
the current phrase. To maintain his con- 
tention that “the Beck case is not the 
Dreyfus case, nor anything like it,’ Mr. 
Brooks declares that “there is here no 
serious suggestion of a conspiracy to con- 
vict and keep in prison an innocent man, 
no forgery to bolster up bad evidence, no 
Government or Government office willfully 
obstructing justice, no suborned press ap- 
plauding it for doing so.’”’ To this enumera- 
tion of differences there might have been 
added, and not even a trace of an in- 
clination on the part of any part of the 
British public to resent the disclosure of 
the wrong done, to protest against the 
righting of it to such small extent as was 
possible, or to suggest that the “ honor of 
the nation” depended on the sacrifice to 
it of a citizen’s liberty and reputation. Mr. 
Brooks admits, however, that the con- 
demnation and long imprisonment of the 
unfortunate Breck for crimes which he not 
only did not commit, but almost obviously 
could not have committed, was due to “an 
amazing mass of stupidity and carelessness 
among high officials and possibly of some- 
thing more sinister among their subordi- 
nates,”” and his review of the facts in the 
case is quite enough to show that, even if 
there was no conspiracy to convict an in- 
nocent man, there was in official circles 
years of brutal indifference to the known 
fact that an innocent man had been con- 
victed and was paying a heavy penalty for 
another’s guilt. Perhaps the innocence was 
not exactly known to those whose indiffer- 
ence kept him in prison, but they could 
have known it, and would if they had been 
willing to confess the possibility of a mis- 
carriage of justice, and there was no doubt 
about it in the minds of some of those 
whose stupidity was the original cause of 
the false identification. It is true that the 
Beck case is not a Dreyfus case, but it is a 
mosi atrocious case, for all that, with its 
horrors unmitigated, as in France, by a 
complication with interests so large that 
there was a sort of excuse for believing 
that it was right to be wrong. Mr. Brooxs 
is able to say, however, that “Mr. BrcK 
has demanded a full public inquiry, and, 
though no response has yet been made, it 
is certain that an inquiry will be held 
either on his initiative or on the initiative 
of the Home Office, and that it will not 
be of the whitewashing, departmental or- 
der, but serious, unbiased, and independent. 
On that all England, feeling the disgrace of 
the whole affair, is resolved.” 


——Japanese sailors are fairly common 
on the ships of all countries, and their 
reputation is that of men perhaps a little 
more than ordinarily efficient—in all ex- 
cept moments of great emergency or when 
the temperature is much lower than that 
to which they have been accustomed at 
home. Of all Occidentals, therefore, ship- 
masters are the most astonished at the re- 
cent very convincing proofs that the valor 
of Japanese soldiers drawn from the same 
class as the Japanese sailors has as much 
of cool intelligence ‘as of hot fanaticism, 
and that they can stand for long periods 
weather hardships that would very seri- 
ously decrease the zeal and activity of men 
supposed to be as much hardier as they are 
stronger. The explanation of the apparent 
change is doubtless the fact that the Japa- 
nese soldier fights for a cause which he 
firmly believes to be his own as well as 
that of his country and holds to be of in- 
finitely greater importance than his own 
life or comfort. The Japanese sailor, es- 
pecially on a foreign ship, has no such in- 
spiration. Invariably in a subordinate po- 
sition, he feels no responsibility and his 
initiative capacities are too firmly re- 
pressed by his white associates and supe- 
riors to train him for manifesting them in 
times of sudden peril, and in freezing cold 
he resists only as long as the size of his 
wage suggests to a man who has no very 
strong objection to dying so long as he can 
die in comparative comfort. Much of the 
war with China was waged in the depth 
of Winter on a sea particularly bleak, but 
the men on the Japanese ships of war, big 
and little, kept at their posts uncomplain- 
ingly as well as effectively, until, in some 
instances, they were frozen to death it 
will doubtless be the same if the Manchu- 
rian campaign is carried on into the 
Winter months. The Japanese seems to be 
a philosopher with an especially clear ap- 
preciation of relative values. His are not 
the values of the Western world, but they 
are perhaps as real, and the man who 
would be absolutely useless in a North At- 
lantic blizzard, if on an American or Eng- 
lish vessel, will make the march to Har- 
bin certainly without hesitation and prob- 
ably at a speed extremely inconvenient to 
the Russians—if Japanese policy decides 
that such a march js necessary.

of the name, and that the attack on the 
jail ended with nothing more serious than 
a few bruises that seem to have been mere- 
ly the result of disorderly crowding by ex- 
cited men. But now it is charged by wit- 
nesses of the affair that some of the mili- 
tiamen were so frightened that they hid 
under beds and were dragged therefrom 
howling for a mercy that nobody had 
thought of denying them. This sounds very 
much like nonsense. These, it must be re- 
membered, were white men of a class in 
which cowardice is the rarest of charac-~- 
teristics. It is absurdly trite to declare that 
it would be practically impossible to raise 
in Georgia, as anywhere else in the United 
States, a military company the members of 
which would be moved by any odds what- 
ever to hide under beds—because they were 
afraid. Why such testimony should be 
given can only be vaguely understood, or, 
rather, its reason can only be suspected. 
Ridiculous charges make the inquiry now 
in progress ridiculous, and that, perhaps, 
was held to be the most convenient way to 
guard against its dangers. Those dangers 
are very great, for they threaten lasting 
disgrace to the officers who permitted the 
overriding of the law they had sworn to up- 
hold, as well as the dishonorable disband- 
ment of the organization to which they be- 
long. Apparently they are trying to dis- 
tract attention from what they really did 
by fixing incredulous eyes on things that 
their men could not have done. 


—-A few days ago President Etniot of 
Harvard was moved to advise the National 
Association of Manufacturers steadily to 
contend for (1) the open shop, (2) no union 
label, (3) in case of a strike permanent em- 
ployment of those who take the strikers’ 
places, and (4) resistance through the 
courts to picketing and boycotting. It curi- 
ously illustrates the widely different views 
that can be taken of the same things that 
this programme is interpreted by one of the 
labor papers as follows: ‘‘ The things for 
which Mr. Exiort urges the Parryites to 
contend are well understood by organized 
labor, and, indeed, by ell intelligent men. 
Stated in plain terms, these things are: 
(1) The non-union shop; (2) no public ap- 
peal on behalf of the fair employer; (3) 
a premium on industrial debasement; (4) 
government by injunction. The establish- 
ment of these ‘conditions would mean re- 
version to a state of industrial slavery, and, 
coincidently, the destruction of civiliza- 
tion.”’ That shield certainly does have 
two sides, or else its one side changes 
Strangely in appearance as it is observed 
from one point of view or another. 


AGAINST THE OPEN SHopP. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

in your recent editorial article concerning 
the situaticn in the building trades, you 
stated that the Ixsuc in the war between 
the alliance and the employers was the kind 
of arbitration to be adopted for settling 
jeint disputes 

This is a gress misstatement of the real 
facts, and if yeu w.,ll allow me to take ex- 
ception to your opinion I will state the situ- 
ation frum the »oint of view of a unionist 
who is in close touch with the factors in the 
strike. 

The Building Trades Alliance was reor- 
ganized out of the old United Board of 
Building Trades, which was prominent dur- 
ing its régime under the bossism of Sam 
Parks, and which went out of existence 
when he was sentenced for extortion. 

Its rehabilitation under its new name was 
not for the purpose of “ grafting,” as the 
employers insist—even on the face of the 
Price extortion and bribery law, which 
makes it practically impossible—but for the 
purpose of protecting its members against 
the large numbers of non-union men who 
secured work during the previous lock- 
out and strike. 

As units, bound by the plan of arbi- 
tration to which they were parties, the 
unions were powerless to use the sympa- 
thetic strike against non-unionists. But, as 
a whole, the sympathetic strike became a 
powerful club in the confederation or alli- 
ance of the several unions for a common 
cause, 1, e., eliminating these non-union 
men. Acting on this idea, the alliance im- 
mediately on its formation called on the 
empioyers’ organization to have discharged 
all non-union skilled mechanics in their em- 
ploy. 

On their refusal to even consider this de- 
mand, and in direct violation of the arbi- 
tration agreement, a lockout was declared 
on those unions standing out against non- 
union men. 

The unions still insist that they are in 
favor of any kind of arbitration; that the 
question of recognizing the alliance is abso- 
lutely unimportant to them; that they are 
willing at any time to confer, but they do 
most emphatically retain their right to 
refuse to work with non-union men; that 
trouble arising from non-union men is not 
regarded as matter for arbitration, and, 
furthermore, they demand their right in 
pooling their interests by allying with other 
organizations to strengthen their fight 
against any attempt at the open shop and 
using therefor their strongest weapon—the 
sympathetic strike,

Rent, rates, and taxes are paid out 
of the total; butchers, bakers, grocers, tailors, 
dressmakers, and other items of household man- 
agement are settled with; even life assurance 
and the annual holidays are taken into account. 
Only half a guinea @ head per week is allotted 
for food. 

“ Modest though that sum is, the girls after a 
little tuition can work wonders with it,” said 
the initiator of the scheme, Mrs. A. Hockly. ‘It 
allows of a substantial breakfast for husband 
and wife, consisting of two or three courses, In 
the absence of the husband in the city the wife 
contents herself with a light luncheon, but pre- 
pares a good dinner in readiness for his return 
home. The girls are taught to make most of their 
own élothes; but, in addition, are granted £20 
a year for their best frocks and hats. The sup- 
posititious husband takes another £20 for @ like 
purpose,’’ " 

Weekly price lists from provision dealers are 
carefully studied by the young women, who base 
their daily menus on the existing state of the

There are many of us who are satisfied 
with two five-dollar bills and a title of 
manager, but the majority think more 
seriously of the future, which is dark, very, 
very dark.

DISCUSSING THE TARIFF. 


It Is the Real Issue—Fallacy of 
tection. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent “EK. 8S.” asserts, in 
his letter published in your issue of to= 
day, that goods might be sold cheaper in 
foreign ports than at home even if there 
were no tariff at all. He adds, “It ig the 
business trick of getting a market,” and 
then puts the case of the commercial trav- 
eler who sells to a man living in a distant 
city at a price lower than is charged to a 
man living next door, and who thus design- 
edly incurs a loss for the purpose of get- 
ting the first man’s trade. 

The difference between this case and the 
cases that arise under our protective tariff 
is just this: In the case put\by “E. 8.” 
the seller pays the loss out of his own 
pocket. In the cases that arise under our 
protective tariff the losses are paid out of 
the pockets of other people. This slight 
difference appears to be of no particular 
consequence to “KE. S.” The people who + 
bear the loss are probably of a different 
opinion. 

Suppose that a certain article is on the 
free list. It-is then hardly likely that any 
person who imports it will sell it abroad 
cheaper than in the United States. But if 
he does the loss is his own, and it is no- 
body else’s business. But suppose, fur- 
ther, that a tariff law is enacted levying 
a duty of 50 per cent. on the article. Im- 
portation now ceases, and the consumer is 
driven by the protective tariff, as by a 
club, to some home manufacturer, who 
forces him, by means of the tariff, to pay 
$150 for an article that cost $100 only under 
free trade. This home industry owes its 
existence to the tariff, and would cease if 
the tariff were repealed; that is, it owes its 
existence to forced contributions levied on | 
consumers. The home manufacturer may 
then sell abroad cheaper than he does at . 
home, but his ability to do so arises solely 
from these forced contributions; that is to 
say, his losses, temporary or permanent, 
come out of the pockets of other people. 

As to the wages of the “man im the 
factory,” it is enough to say that the con- 
sumers from whom these contributions are 
extorted have themselves to support, and 
probably their own employes to pay. There 
is no reason why they should help to pay 
the wages due by other people, 

“E. 8.” adds that it makes him tired to 
see the lack of business sense there is in 
politics. In this I thoroughly agree with 
him, D. HOLSMAN.

So much that was admirable, and in Mr. 
Clyde Fitch’s very best manner, was re- 
vealed last night at the Garrick in “ The 
Coronet of the Duchess,” that one was 
put to it to at times explain why the play 
as a whole failed to take a firmer grip 
on the interest and the emotions. Marriage 
contracts in which kind hearts are bartered 
for coronets and simple girlish faith for 
Norman blood, (with all the absorbing de- 
tails of social position and legal settle- 
ments,) have bulked large of late in the 
public mind, and Mr. Fitch has chosen his 
dramatic point of view with much theatric 
skill. 

As far as the scenario goes, the play is 
one of the most consistent and logically de- 
veloped that its author has yet produced, 
and the general scheme of the characters, 
with its broad and keen contrasts of repre- 
sentative and acutely observed individu- 
alities, is most promising. The cast was of 
Mr. Fitch’s best, which is the very best. 
But what should have been the great mo- 
ments somehow left one quite cold. The 
defect was in the writing. It was as if for 
the moment the author had gone stale. 

In the first act one saw how Millicent 
wavered between the worldly counsels of 
her mother and the sentimental exhorta- 
tions of her aunt, and finally decided for 
amusement and social distinction in the per- 
son of her shallow and calculating but not 
unamiable lordling. The second act brought 
the realization of the Duke’s past, embodied 
in Pussy Hawkins, manicurist, and re- 
vealed that this past was in fact a histor- 
ical present, which the husband quite 
blandly refused to forego, even borrowing 
money from his wife to maintain his second 
establishment, and giving the party of the 
left hand a half of the double string of 
pearls bought to celebrate the first anniver- 
sary of his marriage with the party of the 
right hand. 

In the third act came a scene in which the 
ducal pair wrangled in the full regalia of 
purple and ermine, which ended in Milli- 
cent’s realizing that she had come to love 
her plain-spoken Middle Western second 
cousin. The last act brought a second bar- 
gain, in consequence of which the Duke 
sold a matrimonial release with as much 
business acumen as he had displayed in the 
matter of the original] settlement. Milli- 
cent went home to the land of the Stars, 
Stripes, and wholesome domestic ideals. 

Such a story, if embodied in convincing 


characters and wrought out in well-writ- 
ten scenes of cumulative interest, could not 
fail to be of deep and abiding import, and 
of stirring dramatic interest. But at the 
critical moment there was an almost com- 
plete absence of true emotional color. in- 
stead of passion we had sermons on the 
doirestic relations of the kind one finds 
in ‘ The Woman’s Homely Diurnal,” “ The 
Ladies’ Polite Companion,’”’ and all the 
useful magazines that advertise them- 
selves as “virile and practical ‘ousehold 
helps.” There were moments when one 
wondered why Mr. Fitch had omitted the 
explanation of how to make a husband hap- 
py with a hairpin. And the language the 
heroine spoke! It was the schoolgirl’s 
language of flowers running riot in botanic 
madness, the spinsters’ thesaurus of senti- 
ment at its most rhetorical. “* My ideal of 
happiness,’”’ exclaimed Millicent, “‘was a 
chariot of which one wheel was amuse- 
ment and the other position; and she pro- 
ceeded to describe the particular kind of 
figurative gas buggy it had turned out. 

The cast, like the idea of tie play, was 
worthy of better things. As Millicent’s 
mother, Mrs. Hone revealed again her 
mastery of the polite distinction of the 
modish world. As the sentimental aunt, 
Mrs. ‘shomas Whiffen was, as always, ad- 
mirable—simple, sincere, and commanding. 
As her maid, Zelda Sears gave a very clear- 
cut impersonation of an American servan:, 
who began like Millicent with the mar:.i 
of title worship, and was similarly disillu- 
sioned by the aristocratic butler who wooed 
her for her bank account—a delicious comic 
underplot to the main theme. As a Middle 
Western hoiden, full of slang and right 
feeling, Georgie Mendum scored the hit 
of her career up to the present, popeneney 
convulsing the audience with deliciously 
characteristic Fitchisms. William Court- 
leigh took the part of the homely American 
cousin with much force. 

By all odds the most striking perform- 
ance of the evening was the Duke of Ern- 
est Lawford. It was a character of com- 
plex psychology not altogether convincing— 
the man capable of appearing agreeable 
and charming to as sincere and high-bred a 
girl as Millicent, and winning her even to 
a title bargain marriage, would scarcely 
talk so much of ‘‘ makin’ her his Duchess,” 
and of beirg himself ‘‘a gentleman, what?’’ 
But the part was probably far more acute- 
ly studied than it will get credit for. Cer- 
tainly its combination of amiable and well- 
meaning comradeship with entire ignor- 
ance of what is possible in a gentleman and 
a husband is no new thing in the sphere of 
the British nobility. Where Mr. Lawford 
was not hampered by the lack of conviction 
in the writing of the scenes he Dy ~tomy 
the author’s intention with splendid force, 
revealing a breadth and certainty of char- 
acter acting of which he has hitherto given 
little or no evidence. 

Mrs. Bloodgood suffered most of all from 
the defects of the writing of her part. In 
addition to the banality of many of her 
lines, there was a lack of continuity in the 
moods of her character, and of well-ordered 
climax in her crises of emotion, that told 
fatally against her. From a moment of 
calmn she was obliged to descend with a 
rush to an access of rage and despair in 
which she impotently beat the carpet with 
her fists. Such violent shifts may be true 
to life, but in the play last night they were 
not so arranged as to be trué to the art 
of the theatre. 

Yet there were passages in which she dis- 
played powers of the highest order, endow- 
ing the moods of a quite real and simple 
New York girl with an intensity, a finely 
modulated projection of life seldom or 
never surpassed. The passage in which, 
seated on a stepladder beside her charity 
booth, she pleads with her flighty and cal- 
low husband for affection, had an intensity 
and a biting reality as consummately artis- 
tic as Réjane at her best. 

It is a real sorrow not to be able to feel 
more enthusiasm for her success on the 
whole. Last year, in Mr, Fitch’s “ Girl 
with the Green Eves,” she was backed up 
by what is beyond reasonable question the 
acutest, most moving, and deepest por- 
trait of a woman in the range of the Ameri- 
can drama, and played it with consummate 
effect—only to be ignored or scorned by the 
critics of the metropolis. She had her re- 
venge in the fact that the publie here stood 
for a run of over a hundred nights, and 
that on the road she—an dthe play—scored 
one of the few real successes of a generally 
disastrous season. 

What her fate will be this season re- 
mains to be shown. It is Mr. Fitch’s mis- 
fortune—or his glory—that the refinement 
and truth of the better part of his work 
brings him into comparison with the master 

laywrights of England—a comparison that 
fs hard in any playwright. Judging him by 
the standards of his fellows here he shines 
even in the present play. Not since Bron- 
son Howard's “ Aristocracy " has an Amer- 
ican playwright attempted a theme of such

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MUCH IMPURE FOOD. 


Adulteration Widely Practiced, Says 
Dr. Ernst J. Lederle. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 21.—The preliminary 
work of the International Congress of Arts 
and Sciences having been completed during 
the firsi two days of the convention, the 
remaining four days will be devoted entire- 
ly to sectional meetings. 

A paper writthn by Dr. Ernst J. Lederle, 
ex-Commissioner of Health of New York 
City, was read, Dr. Lederle being absent 
in Germany. It was in part as follows: 

“An important field is now opening to 
the sanitarian in the investigation of man- 
ufactured food products. The extent to 
which commercial adulteration amd substi- 
tution is now practiced would be absolutely 
incomprehensible to the layman. Competi- 
tion :n trade has become so keen and the 
substitution of inferior constituents in 
foods so general that the honest manu- 
facturer has hardly a chance to succeed. 

“The use of injurious preservatives has 
also been practiced to a scandalous extent. 
The only remedy for this evil condition 
will be the passage and enforcement of a 
Federal pure food law; such a measure has 
already been before Congress, but in the 
absence of an arqused public opinion, the 
mysterious influences which bar the way 
of much good legislation at Washington 
have been able to kill it. 

‘““Much the same opportunity is offered 
in a campaign against the vendor of patent 
medicines and secret nostrums. Few peo- 
ple understand the extent to which these 
articles undermine the public health, and 
there has been little or no attempt to as- 
sume official control over their production 
and sale. 

“The remedy is official contro. Makers 
of patent medicines, nostrums, pills, &c., 
should be required to place upon each 
bottle or packet the exact ingredients it 
contains, and should be prosecuted for any 


deviation which can be shown to be detri- 
mental to the health of persons using the 
remedy, or designed to perpetrate upon 
them a commercial fraud.” 


UNION PACIFIC VERY ACTIVE. 


114,000 Shares Change Hands—Harri- 
man-Rockefeller War Rumors. 


Tremendous activity in Union Pacific is- 
sues, coming, as it did, on top of the story 
of strained relations between E. H. Harri- 
man and Standard Oil interests, caused all 
Wall Street yesterday to wonder what was 
going to happen. Union Pacific common 
went up to 101, a rise of over 4 points in 
two days, and 114,000 shares changed 
hands. At one time there were counted 
five competitive interests bidding for the 
stock, namely, the so-called Kuhn-Loeb 
brokers, the Standard Oil brokers, the 
“Hoffman House crowd,” the short inter- 
est, and the semi-professional interest. 

One of the bits of alleged history that 
came out in the course of the day was re- 
counted to show that there was some fric- 
tion between Mr. Harriman and some of 
the men who are most intimately connected 
with the affairs of the Union Pacific. At 
the Northern Securities meeting, so the 
story ran, one of the Union Pacific repre- 
sentatives offered a resolution of com- 
promise, naming a committee, the majority 
of whom were absent in Europe. The mat- 
ter was urgent and it was pointed out to the 
representative that his suggestion was im- 
practicable, and that if Mr. Harriman were 
present the resolution would not have been 


permitted to be brought forward in that 
way. To this the Union Pacific representa- 
tive is said to have replied that he and not 
Mr. Harriman represented the position of 
the Union Pacific, thus indicating an at- 
titude which it is said has since been main- 
tained more or less, not exactly to the lik- 
ing of Mr. Harriman. 

It was also reported that H. H. Rogers 
and William Rockefeller were now the 
largest individual holders of Union Pa- 
cific, and that in the end Mr. Harriman 
would have to do as they desired.

May Be Put Into Operation at Once, 
‘It’s Said. 


MAYOR MAKES SUGGESTIONS 


Two School Commissioners Say That 
Perhaps Part Time Is Enough, Any- 
way—Budget, $24,000,000. 


The Board of Education met yesterday 
and considered at length the problem of 
housing all of the public school pupils. A 
letter was read from Mayor McClellan sug- 
gesting several ways for solving the prob- 
lem, one of these being the use of school 
pleyrooms for classrooms. Another plan 
which was suggested and was referred by 
the board to the Committee on Elementary 
Schools was to shift many of the older 
pupils about so as to make room for the 
younger pupils at schools near their homes. 

This last plan, it was said after the meet- 
ing, might be put into operation immedi- 
ately and thus relieve the present condition 
of affairs—room in some districts, and con- 
gestion in others. 

In the course of the discussion Commis- 
sioners Lummis and Donnelly suggested 
that the board might well consider whether 
it wasn’t better for children to go to school 
for half a school day, or at least for shorter 
hours, instead of a whole day. The discus- 
sion wcund up with a decision to refer the 
whole questicn of better school facilities to 
the Committee on Elementary Schools. 

The Mayor’s letter started off with a 
declaration that his administration had 
promised plenty of money for schools and 
had kept its word. ‘ But the situation,” 
he wrote, “on the opening of the Fall 
school term proves to be worse than it was 
in October, 1908. Such conditions had been 
anticipated by the administration, which 
felt that the emergency would have to be 
met by unusual means.” The letter contin- 
ues in part as follows: 

“A suggestion was made for the building 
of temporary schoolhouses in the small 
parks, but this scheme was abandoned be- 
cause of a popular sentiment against their 
use for other than recreation purposes. An- 
other plan—which was made operative oy 
an act of the Legislature—provided for the 
transportation of pupils from the crowded 
districts into other districts at a reduced 
fare. A third, the so-called Ettinger plan, 
making a new partition of the school day, 
was tried in Dr. Ettinger’s school, but was 
not wholly successful. Proposals to revise 
the school curriculum were rejected as un- 
wise, The result is that the school term 
begins with 681,318 part time pupils, al- 
though in nine months of this administra- 
tion contracts have been let for 52,100 new 
sittings, a new record, exceeding the high- 
est figures chronicled in any previous ad- 
ministration in a full twelve months. I do 
not overiook the fact that the Board of 
Education will have provided 24,000 addi- 
ticnal sittings by Feb. 1, 1905, if the work 
of construction be not delayed by strikes 
or cther intervention. While some encour- 
agement might be drawn from these fig- 
ures, the part-time question is still to be 
solved. 

“At my request Dr. Ettinger has elab- 
orated his plan during the Summer, and it 
is set forth ‘n its modified form in the 
accompanying letter, which I have the 
honor to transmit to you. 

“I desire also to call your attention to 
the attached letter from Mr. C. B. J. Sny- 
der, architect of the Board of Education, 
showing schools where congestion exists 
which have playrooms which might easily 
be turned into study rooms. This list enum- 
erates sixty-five schools, the capacity of 
each of which would practically be doubled 
by the adoption of the Ettinger plan, and 


this, I believe, would in effect solve the 
part time question. 

“In the roughs outside of Manhattan 
the playrooms are in basements not well 
adapted for study rooms, but Dr. Ettinger 
has opportunely suggested that in these 
schools the assembly rooms might be used 
for classrooms as a temporary expedient. 

“If you deem the Ettinger plan imprac- 
ticable, it seems plain that with sittings 
more than sufficient to aceommodate the 
school registration the city ought to avail 
itself of some plan like that of intermediate 
schools to relieve the congestion.” 

The Mayor asked for an early answer. 

The paragraph in Dr. Ettinger’s letter 
which is referred to in the letter of the 
Mayor, and which briefly explains the 
scheme, reads: 

“‘ Under this pea such periods are trans- 
ferred to the playground at a stated time, 
and the rooms so vacated are occupied by 
another group of classes. Thus in the high- 
est grades of the schoak one classroom be- 
tween the hours of 8:30 A. M. and 4:30 P. 
M. affords school facilities for two classes, 
and each class receives full time instruc- 
tion, namely, four hours and forty-five 
minutes daily. Of course the plan can only 
be applied in a building having a heated 
and well lighted playground. Upon the 
number of such buildings depends the num- 
ber of children that can be taken off part 
time. If applied in this school it will take, 
according to my present register, 1,048 chil- 
dren off part time, It seems to me, further- 
more, that the operation of this plan could 
be extended to include the high schools.”’ 

Superintendent C. B. J. Snyder accom- 

anied the letters of the Mayor and that of 

r. Ettinger with a list of schools adaptable 
to the purpose proposed by the Mayor. The 
list included sixty-five schools in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx.

~ SELL OPIUM 10 FILIPINOS 


Commission Recommends a Mo- 
nopoly in the Islands. 


BEST WAY TO DEAL WITH EVIL 


Prohibition Impossible at Present, but 
Hoped For Later—Measures to 
Check Sale of the Drug. 


Special to Ihe New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The United 
States Government is likely soon to engage 
in the business of selling opium in the 
Philippines. The matter will come before 
Congress next Winter, and in the meantime 
it is believed that the Philippine Govern- 
ment will adopt legislation providing for 
an immediate Governmental opium monop- 
oly in the islands. 

The commission appointed by Secretary 
Taft not long before he resigned the Gov- 
ernorship of the archipelago has made its 
report to Gov. Wright, and the substance 
of the findings has been sent to the War 
Department. The commission urges that 
the opium trade be made the subject of a 
monopoly at once. 


The commission consists of Major Carter, 
Bishop Brent, and Dr. Albert. It instituted 
inquiries in Japan; China, Java, Formosa, 
Saigon, the Straits Settlements, and 


throughout the Philippines. The only place 
where there was difficulty in getting full 
information as to the use of the drug and 
the conditions under which it is consumed 
was in the City of Manila. The Chinese 
there control the greater part of the traffic 
in opium, and they would not civulge any 
particulars of their business. 

The commission is of the opinion that the 
use of opium is snoreading among the native 
Filipinos to an alarming extent, and that 
measures should be taken promptly to 
check traffic in the drug. The commission 
ecnsidered five methcds of action: High 
license, local option, farming, prohibition, 
and a monopoly, and decided that the last 
named was the practical way of dealing 
with the evil. 

The farming system was in vogue under 
Spain, and was used solely for the purpose 
of getting revenue. The United States does 
not desire to institute such a policy. Pro- 
hibition is impracticable among an Oriental 
population largely made up in the cities of 
Chinese, who to a man use opium. There 
are 70,000 Chinese in the Philippines, and 
they are all propagating the use of opium. 

The commission states that the use of 
opium in the Philippines does not at this 
time constitute as grave a social danger 
as it does in China and other neighboring 
countries, and on that account it is all the 
more important to stamp out the evil if 
possible, or to check it and restrain it 
within bounds. 

The commission recommends an exclu- 
sive monoply, the right of importation and 
sale being limited to the Government. It 
says the exercise of this Governmental 
function should be intrusted to upright, 
intelligent, honorable, and _  well-recom- 
mended persons, foliowing the practice 
observed in Java, with the object of elim- 
inating from such a responsible trust all 
personal and commercial interests which 
would tend to extend the sale of the drug. 
The recommendation is also made that the 
monopoly be replaced as soon as practica- 
ble by absolute prohibition. 

A system of registration and licensing 
for all chronic smokers is urged, limiting 
the right to procure opium in definite 
quantities to them. 

As a corrective and educative measure all 
Filipino opium habitues are to be deprived 
of the right of franchise, and to be ineligi- 


ble for any public orfice, municipal, pro- 
vincial, and insular. 

Gratuitous treatment of all _ habitues 
wishing to free themselves from the opium 
vice is to be provided in the hospitals at 
Government expense. 

Gov. Wright will forward the full re- 
port, to be submitted to Congress. 


KING PETER IS CROWNED. 


No Hitch in Ceremony, but the King 
Finds the Crown Heavy. 


BELGRADE, Sept. 21.—Peter Karageorge- 
vitch was crowned King of Servia to-day. 
There were no hostie demonstrations de- 
spite the numerous threats which had been 
made against the King’s lif 

In the solemn ritual of the Greek Church 
and in the elaborate State procession which 
preceded and followed the coronation the 
tragedy of Servia’s previous ruler found no 
echo. Amid the thunder of the saluting 
guns from the royal palace and the garrison 
King Alexander’s murder was at least out- 
wardly forgotten. 

The brilliant royal procession reached the 
cathedral shortly after 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing. There the representatives of the for- 
eign powers, the Cabinet Ministers, and 
others had already been waiting for some 
time. As King Peter entered the Metro- 
politan consecrated him. 

The King took up his position under a 
canopy, and the Metropolitan, assisted by 
many Bishops and other clergy, commenced 
the solemn _ service, 
“Thank Thee, Our Lo The Premier 
and other Ministers handed the crown and 
regalia to King Peter. He kissed the crown, 


placed it on his head, and robed himself in 
the royal garments. An artillery salute of 
101 guns then announced to the people of 
Belgrade that Peter had been crowned.

Cantaloupe Market Glutted and 
Handlers Losing Money. 


Supply Nearly Twice as Large as De- 
mand—Fruit Bringing Less Than 
Freight Charges. 


Handlers of fruit in the west side whole- 
sale district declare that never in their ex- 
perience has the market been so glutted 
with cantaloupes and the prices so demor- 
alized as at present. There seems to be no 
end to the supply which is pouring in, and 
much of it is of poor quality. For several 
days from twelve to fifteen carloads have 
been arriving from Rocky Ford alone, and 
many times that number from other points. 
It is estimated that the supply is nearly 
100 per cent, above that of normal years. 

As a result the fruit is selling at ruinous 
prices. The choicest grades were quoted 
yesterday at anywhere from 50 cents to $1 
a crate, and, in fact, almost every offer was 
eagerly taken. The commoner grades were 
sold for less than the freight charges, and 
it was hard to find purchasers at that. The 
principal source of supply at present Is 
Colorado, but there will be absolutely noth- 
ing left for the growers after freight 
charges and commissions are paid.

MAIL WITHOJT STAMPS. 


New Order Permits Prepaid Postage on 
Third and Fourth Class Matter. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Postmaster 
General Payne promulgated an order to-day 
which provides a new and important con- 
venience for the business public in the use 
of the mails. Hereafter third and fourth 
class mutter in quantities of not less than 
2,000 identical pieces may be mailed without 
affixing stamps, the sender prepaying post- 


age in cash, 

Postmasters at whose offices patrons wish 
to avail themselves of the privilege must 
apply to the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General for authority to receive such mail- 
ings. Persons desiring to mail matter with- 
out postage stamps affixed must make ap- 
plication to the Postmaster, who will issue 
a permit for the purpose. Each piece of 
matter must bear on its address side in the 
upper left corner the name of the sender 
and the Post Office of mailing, and in the 
upper right corner a statement of its class, 
the amount of postage paid, the words 
“ Paid in money,” and the permit number. 

The innovation is designed to aid large 
business concerns who send out books, cir- 
eulars, periodicals, adverting matter, and 
prootsheets. but it also applies under the 
schedule of fourth-class matter to all insert- 
ed matter not embraced in first, second, and 
third class matter. 


WANTS RECEIVERS ENJOINED. 


Creditor Charges C. W. Lilliendah! with 
an Attempted Fraud. 


TRENTON, Sept. 21.—The New Jersey 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company of 
Jersey City has instituted proceedings in 
the Court of Chancery to enjoin Mrs. Lucy R. 
Squier, John W. Hardenbergh, and Lucien 
D. Ross, receivers of the Coahuila and 
Pacific Railroad Company, from disposing 
of property in Jersey City and bonds of the 
railroad company, which the ‘eomplainant 
claims as security for a loan of $25,000 
made to Alfred W. Lilliendahl of Jersey 
City. Lilliendahl is interested in the road. 

It is charged that, for the purpose of de- 
frauding his creditors, Lilliendahl has con-

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ADVANCES ON CHINAWARE. 


Big Importation Raised on Evidence by 
Domestic Potters. 


Another heavy advance on the invoice 
values Of decorated chinaware was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers. The findings 
are by General Appraiser Lunt. Much of 
the evidence on which the advances were 
made is said to have been furnished by 
representatives of the domestic potters. 

The importation, which was a large one,

celery trays, from 14 to 15.40 kronen; cups 
and saucers, from 6.50 to 7.14 kronen; teas, 
from 7.40 to 8.14 kronen; coffees, from 9 
to 9.90 kronen; mustards, from 9.50 to 10.45 


kronen; creams, from 6.20 to 6.80 kronen; 
cracker jars, from 20 to 22 kronen; choco- 
late pots, from 25 to 27.50 kronen, and 
brush trays, from 16 to 17.50 kronen a 
dozen. Each of these advances carries with 
it a penalty of 1 per cent. for each 1 per 
cent. advance.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS! ToPics 


Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy, 
1 3-4@2. 


Continued Strength in Union Pacific 
Helps Rather Than Hurts the Mar- 
ket—Crop News Also Good. 


The stock market yesterday completely 
reversed its form of Tuesday, about as 
many stocks rising almost as much as 
they had fallen on the day before. Those 
who like to have prices explained by 
some intrinsic reason remarked with 
pleasure that the strength in stocks and 
the weakness in the produce markets 
were concurrent. The day produced its 
usual prediction of frost for the following 
night, but the prediction was accompa- 
nied by the usual denial that the frost 
in the previous day’s telegrams had de- 
veloped after the following sunset. Ca- 
nadian experts sent reassuring reports 
regarding the Canadian crops, and this 
assumed added importance when read 
beside Washington telegrams to the ef- 
fect that our crops are a better risk 
than Canada’s, where the temperature is 
lower and the crops greener. The crop 
situation has now reached a stage where 
the facts cannot be as bad as the prophe- 
cies, and the market may be expected to 
develop increasing indifference to this 
factor, not because of its unimportance, 
but because of a surfeit of ciphering and 
a deficiency of facts. Nobody has count- 
ed any bushels. Nothing has been done 
but to guess how many bushels unhar- 
vested cornfields are likely to yield. This 
is not a sure basis for bulling or bearing 
stocks, and some surcease would be a re- 
lief. “ 

Market observers were also gratified to 
remark that the strength in Union Pa- 
cific did not unfavorably affect the rest 
of the list, but rather strengthened it in 
the old manner. This was the more re- 
markable because the strength still 
lacked explanation. It is scarcely too 
much to say that this topic obscured the 
crops, on account of the) total lack of 
authoritative reason why Union Pacific 
should range above par almost uninter- 
ruptedly, on larger business than in any 
other property. The suggestion that the 
crops were better along the Union Pa- 
cific lines than elsewhere was offered— 
and accepted—for what it was worth, and 
still the inquiry persisted why buying 
should persist as though the stock were 
wanted for other purposes than its yield, 
present or prospective. Denials that 
new combinations were forming were 
succeeded by fresh tales that old combi- 
nations were weakening, and it was sym- 
pathetically pointed out how embarrass- 
ing was the position of a banker asked 
to take sides between a desirable new 
client and a most highly appreciated one 
of older standing. Railway magnates 
may fight because it is their nature to, 
but it is a banker's policy to do business 
with all, and antagonize none. It is im- 
possible to discuss the day’s influences 
without referring to such gossip, but it 
may be said on authority, as indeed it 
might be assumed without authority, 
that there is no basis in fact for any of 
these rumors. It is a pity that this 
leaves the Street with its mystery on its 
hands, but that is the situation.

TO UPSET CHICAGO TERMINAL. 


Opposition to Harriman Gets Proxies 
Enough to Control. 


The committee representing the opposition 
stockholders of the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer Railroad has, it was learned yes- 
terday, secured a sufficient number of 
proxies to insure to it the controlling voice 
at the annual meeting, when it is planned 
to turn out the present management and to 
make an attempt to rescue the property 
from the fate of a sweeping reorganization. 


2} Representatives of the stockholders have 


been investigating the conditions under 
which the property is managed, and they 
allege that the road is run by a lot of clerks 


* | and incompetents. 


As soon as the committee shall have 
placed in power men with whom it is acting 
in harmony, steps will be taken to raise 
sufficient funds to pay the interest coupons 
on its funded debt, which will fall due Jan. 
1 next. After this has been done an ef- 
fort will be made to secure an additional 
tenant for the company and to manage the 
affairs of the road with such economy as 
to retrieve it gradually from the condition 
in which it now finds itself. The commit- 
tee representing the stockholders realizes 
that unless a new tenant is secured it will 
be practically impossible to prevent a re- 
organization of the property. 

The Chicago Terminal Transfer Railroad 
has been classed as a Harriman property 
becausé several years ago he purchased a 
large block of its stock from the Deutsche 
Bank. The property, however, proved un- 
attractive, and it is understood that Mr. 
Harriman unloaded his holdings at a loss 
in the belief that he would be able to se- 
cure it back on a more advantageous basis 
after a reorganization. For this reason in- 
terests representing him are understood to 
have been quietly picking up the bonds of 
the company at below 74. t that price it 
is considered certain that, even with a re- 
organization, the holders would lose noth- 
ing, as the company owns 760 acres of 
Chicago land, of which 50 acres are right 
in the heart of the business section, with 
one and a half miles of dock frontage on 
the Chicago River. As the entire funded 
debt outstanding is anly $15,000,000, this 
means that the land is mortgaged at the 
rate of 40 cents a square foot, an exceed- 
ingly low valuation according to men fa- 
mijiar with the property. 

By securing a big majority of the bonds, 
Mr. Harriman would be able to reorganize 
the property after foreclosure on a basis 
where it would bring a good return on the 
investment. Such a process would, of 
ecurse, freeze out the stockholders, and it 
is to prevent this that the control of the 
property through proxies has been sought.

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 
Reviewing the’ situation in the iron trade 


The Iron Age says in its issue of to-day: 


The action of the Billet Association has at- 
tracted a good deal of attention, but is really not 
very important, since the tonnage of steel billets 
sola in the open market is insignificant when 
compared with the days before the consolidations. 
Then, too, the great bulk of what crude steel 
is sold is delivered on old sliding scales based 
on the price of Bessemer pig iron. \Therefore, 
the open reductions in prices of billets‘and sheet 
bars do not materially change the situation. It 
does not justify the expectations, evidently in- 
dulged in by some consumers, that prices in cer-

“SAVE MY LIFE, THEN 
LL TELL OF SHOOTING” 


Dying Brooklyn Saloon Keeper’s 
Answer to Physician. 


FOUND MYSTERIOUSLY SHOT 


McNally Had Five Wounds, but There 
Was No Pistol Near and Doors to 
Rooms Were Locked. 


Mysteriously shot, either by himself or 
Some one familiar with his surroundings, 
Frank McNally, thirty-eight years old, died 
in his rooms over his saloon at 104 Park 
Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday morning. The 
ying man was found ‘by his barkeeper, 
Albert Marshall, about 5 o'clock, when 
Marshall went to McNally’s room to get the 
keys to open the saloon. McNally was 
lying across his bed with five pistol wounds 
in his body. Two were.in the left side of 
the head, one on the right side of the body 
under the arm, one in the index finger of 
the right hand, and one in the abdomen. No 
pistol was found, and McNally refused to 
explain the shooting, simply asking for a 
doctor and a priest. ‘ 

McNally was engaged to marry Toma 
Hanlon, an actress, of 78 Clinton Avenue, 
@nd he called on her Tuesday night. Miss 
Hanlon says that there was no quarrel, and 
that McNally left her in a happy frame 
of mind. Two of the wounds in McNally’s 
head, the police say, must have been made 
by a right-handed man, while McNally was 
left-handed. The two deors leading to 
McNally’s suite were securely locked, there 
being no indications that the rooms had 
been entered, or that there had been a 
struggle. The man’s watch and $86 in 
money were undisturbed. 

When Marshal! entered the rooms with 
a pass key and found his employer wounded 
he askéd: ’ 

“Who did it?” 

“Never mind about that,” was the re- 
ply. “Go get a doctor and a priest, and 
get the doctor first. I think that I'm all 
in.”’ 

A physician who lived in the neighbor- 
hood was summoned, and while working 
over the dying man tried to get him to tell 
something of what had happened. In this he 
Was unsuccessful, McNally simply saying: 

“You save my life, and then the whole 
thing will be told.’’ He died at 5:30 o'clock. 

The police learned that McNally had 
elosed his place at 1:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, saying that he was tired. The 
few customers in the place at the time 
left, and McNally went alone to his rooms. 
Shortly after 4 o'clock a baker working 
in the neighborhood heard two pistol shots, 
and listened for an outcry, but none came. 

The wound in McNaliy’'s abdomen was 
not disclosed until the autopsy performed 
last night by Dr. Emil F. Hartung, the 
Corener’s physician. It also developed, on 
investigation of the bed in which McNally 
was found, breathing his last, that it had 
been occupied by two persons. Detectives 
spent the greater part of last night in an 
effort to find out who this second person 
Was, but without success. 

When Capt. Toole of the Flushing Ave- 
nue Police Station heard that McNally had 
been calling on Miss Hanlon he sent a 
detective to see her. Beyond the fact that 
McNally had had a quarrel and fistfight 
with a man four months ago she knew of 
no trouble. 

“I have known Mr. McNally for four 
years,’ she said, ‘‘and we were engaged 
to be married. We have had no quarrels. 
I was married twelve years ago in Jersey 
to an actor. We parted and I have not 
heard of him since. It was my intention 
to secure a divorce and marry Mr. Mc- 
Nally.’’ 

Miss Hanlon, Marshall, the barkeeper, and 
Joseph Cirolia, who was employed by Mc- 
Nally in the saloon, were taken to the 
Myrtle Avenue Police Court, where De- 
tective Carney asked that they be detained 
as witnesses. Magistrate Voorhees, how- 
ever, refused to hold any of them. ‘ 


BURGLARS RAID SILK STORE. 


Escape Over Roof Minus Booty When 
Policeman Gives Chase. 


In the early hours of yesterday morning 
burglars forced an entrance into the stores 
of Cohen Brothers, dealers in silk trim- 
mings at 15, 17, and 19 Manhattan Avenue, 
Williamsburg. They packed up for removal 
property valued at $5,000, but stayed too 
long looking for more plunder. 

They were discovered simultaneously by 
a man in the street and by a member of 
the firm who had been sleeping in the 
upper part of the building. The alarm 
raised brought Policeman Lynch of the 
Stagg. Street Station, who chased the 
thieves to the roof, firing several shots as 
he ran. The robbers escaped. 

After the burglars were gone the police- 
man went back to the store, and on the 
floor he found a loaded revolver, a jimmy, 


3 feet long; brace bits, a sledge hammer, 
and other burglars’ implements, besides 
candles and a slouch hat. The police be- 
lieve that the burglars were the same that 
robbed the dress goods store of Abraham 
Punski, at Manhattan Avenue and Boerum 
Street, in the early part of last week, when 
silks valued at $5,000 were stolen. 


BOOKMAKER-CLERK HELD. 


O’Donnell’s Bail Increased on New Alle- 
gation of Forgery. 


Frank O'Donnell, eighteen years old, who 
is accused of obtaining about $40,000 by for- 
geries committed while he was employed as 
a clerk in the law office of Edward H. 
Floyd-Jones, at 51 Wall Street, and who 
was arrested while making a book at the 
Brighton Beach race track, was rearraigned 
in the Tombs Court yesterday. Magistrate 
Mayo held O’Donnell for the Grand Jury 
and increased his bail from $5,000 to $7,500. 

Mrs. Josephine K. Jones of Massapequa, 
aunt of Mr. Floyd-Jones, appeared as a 
new complainant. Mr. Floyd-Jones said 
tfiat while he was in St. Louis, on Sept. 7, 
O'Donnell went to Massapequa and .ob- 
tained Mrs. Jones's check book on the plea 
that his employer had returned to New 
York and wanted it. It was said that Mrs. 
Jones had lost $33,000 through O’Donnell’s 
operations, that Mr. Floyd-Jones’s loss was 


$4,700, and that Mrs. Davenport, compan- 
ion to Mrs. Jones, had lost $1,700, though 
O’Donnell had refunded $600 to her. 

Detective Sergeant Flannelly, who made 
the arrest, said that on the way from Coney 
Island the boy seemed greatly comforted 
when he was told that if he confessed he 
might escape with thirteen months’ impris- 
onment in the Elmira Reformatory. 

“Well, I guess I'll plead guilty and beat 
the game in a year,’”’ O’Donnell is said to 
have declared.

None of his friends or relatives in this city 
has seen him, and he was penniless when 
he reported the robbery to the police. 

The police said last night that it seemed 
very strange that the traveling man should 
disappear so completely. They have seen a 
number of men with whom Rice was ac- 
quainted, but he had been to none of them. 
His relatives said that they only knew 
of his presence in town from what they had 
read in the newspapers. 

The detectives said last night that they 
believed Rice had fallen a victim of a gang 
that frequents the Bowery. They intimate 
that they believe that he was followed 
after leaving the police station and lured to 
a house, and was either made a prisoner or 
put out of the way in some other manner.

PINKERTON’S NAME FORGED. 


Sleuth’s Alleged Signature Gets $20 
from Jersey City Saloon Man. 


Assistant Superintendent Dougherty of 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency had a hard 
time yesterday making up his mind whether 
Robert Trautman of 292 Pearl Street, 
Brooklyn, had been trying to break into 
jail or merely had made a bid for dime 
museum notoriety. Trautman was arrested 
yesterday, and among other things is ac- 
cused of having forged the name of Robert 
A. Pinkerton, the terror of forgers and 
bank burglars, to a check. 

The check to which Mr. Pinkerton’s name 
is alleged to have been forged was for $20, 
and was passed on B. Meyers, a saloon- 
keeper at 304 Montgomery Street, Jersey 
City. It was drawn on the Chatham Na- 
tional Bank in this city. In the first place, 
Mr. Pinkerton does not keep an account at 
the Chatham National Bank, and in the 
second place, what purported to be the sig- 
nature of Mr. Pinkerton was no more like 
the handwritihg of the detective than Chi- 
nese script. 

In due course word was sent back to Mr. 
Meyers of Jersey City that he was out $20. 
The saloonkeeper called on the Pinkertons 
and told them that the man who passed the 
check had dropped into his saloon and told 
him he was engaged on important work 


for the agency, and that the check had 
been given him for expenses. 

Trautman after his arrest was taken to 
the Pinkerton office in this city, where he 
was looked upon with mingled amusement 
and interest by Assistant Superintendents 
Dougherty and Fallon of the Criminal De- 
partment. It was not tn connection with 
the forgery of Mr. Pinkerton’s name, how- 
ever, that the young man was arrested, but 
in connection with a check for $34 to which 
he is alleged to have signed the name of 
Joseph_Le Jeune, a commission merchant 
of 186 Washington Street. 


LIFTED CAR OFF LAD. 


Laborers Helped Rescue Andrew Mayer, 
Run Down at School Crossing. 


As the children who attend the public 
school in Forty-sixty Street between Broad- 
way and Sixth Avenue were scurrying 
across Broadway at 3:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon twelve-year-old Andrew Mayer 
was run down by a south-bound Fort Lee 
car and probably fatally crushed. He was 
running to escape several companions, and 
did not notice the approach of the car. 

Pecliceman Gilligan of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station is on duty at the 
corner there to prevent just such accidents, 
but at the time he was returning from the 
opposite crossing, whither he had escorted 
several little girls. In an instant he was 
trying to rescue the boy. The motorman 
had been unable to bring the car to a stop 
at once, and the boy’s body was jammed 
under the forward truck. His screams 
brought a crowd of laborers from adjacent 
buildings in course of construction, and at 
least half a hundred pairs of sturdy arms 
struggled and tugged in vain to lift the 
car, which was crushing out the little fel- 
low’s life. Try as they would, they could 
not move it. Then Policeman Gilligan ran 
to the southwest corner of Forty-sixth 
Street and Broadway, and, grabbing two 
big pieces of scantling from the sidewalk, 
dragged them back after him. The tim- 
bers were placed under the forward and 
rear ends, and with a mighty effort the car 


was lifted sufficiently to permit Gilligan to 
creep under the truck and dislodge the boy's 
body. By this time he was unconscious. 

The boy was hurried away to Roosevelt 
Hospital in an ambulance, and the crowd 
turned its attention to the motorman. 
Threats and imprecations were uttered as 
Policeman Gilligan placed him under arrest. 
He said he was Fred Wendt, thirty-seven 
years old, of 513 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street. 

When the news of the accident was taken 
to the injured boy’s home, at 445 West For- 
ty-sixth Street, his sister, Frieda, seven- 
teen years old, who has been playing little 
mother to the family since the death of 
their mother some months ago, collapsed, 
and it was necessary to summon a physi- 
cian. It is not thought the boy can re- 
cover. 

“I didn’t see the boy,” said Wendt, the 
motcrmaen, in court. ‘* We always watch 
for the cop at that corner, and I did not 
see him. [ have children cf my own, and I 
know how it feels.”’ 

He was held until this morning to await 
the outcome of the boy’s condition.

INVESTOR'S EDITOR 
CONFESSES INIQUITY 


Broadsides the Mysterious “ Guar- 
dian” with His Regrets. 


ANNOUNCES RETIREMENT, TOO 


Says His Employers Were “ Swindlers 
and Thieves”"—Admits He Never 
Wrote a Word of Truth. 


The “ United States Investor’s Guardian ”’ 
is without an editor. The publication first 
eppesred in June, and in its monthly issues 
it ‘has launched a stream of invective 
against numerous business houses in New 
York and elsewhere, and by the very bold- 
ness of the attacks has commanded atten- 
tion. ‘‘ Fraud,” * fakir,”’ “* swindler,” 
“thief”’’ have been terms employed. The 
victims of the paper’s methods have used 
every effort to try to find the man re- 
sponsible for the denunciatory warfare in 
which it indulged. 

On the first page of the September issue, 
just out, under the caption ‘‘ An Open Con- 
fession,’’ the ‘‘ editor’? announces his re- 
tirement, prefacing the announcement by 
the statement that he has been in charge 
for three months “in the interest of one 
of the most desperate gang of swindlers 
and thieves that has ever infested any coun- 
try.” 

Who the conscience-stricken editor is does 
not appear. No name is signed to the con- 
fession. Indeed, the police of New York, 
Washington, and Baltimore would hail the 
discovery of his identity with delight, for 
they have been trying hard to put their 
hands on him ever since Aug. 25, when, 
upon the complaint of a New York real 
estate concern, the Post Office Department 
issued a fraud order against the paper. 

“TI wish before leaving to say in this, my 
last issue,”’ writes the editor who cannot 
be found, “that outside of this statement 
no word of truth has ever appeared in 
these columns. Upright and henest busi- 
ness men, as well as properous and straight- 
forward corporations, have been malicious- 
ly attacked with the sole idea that monéy 
might be influenced from them to the gang 
which has given me employment. Those 
who have had correspcndence with me 
know the few firms I have recommended, 
end I wish now to confess that they are all 
frauds.”’ 

The ‘‘ Guardian "’ purports to be published, 
at 1,421 F Street, N. W., Washington. When 
the Post Office authorities were seeking 
the head of the publication it was found 
that the address given was that of a livery 
stable. A man named Gerald was found 
there, who said he had nothing to do with 
the paper. In his confession the penitent 
editor says: “The Guardian has never 
been represented in Washington except by 
an office boy, and my work has been con- 
ducted in an out-of-the-way cornersof New 
York, in constant fear of the police and 
the wrath of those I have assailed.” 

Investigations have proved that the paper 
was mailed somewhere in Brooklyn, but . 
the Post Office agents were unable to as- | 
certain where it was printed. Among the 
New York concerns which have been at- 
tacked in the columns of “ The Guardian ”’ 
sre Wood, Harmon & Co.,. Wheeler & Co., 
the Marconi Securities Compary, the De 
Forest Wireless Company, and A. L. Wis- 
ner & Co. 

Among the out-cf-town houses attacked 
was Lake, Herring & Co. of Baltimore, and 
Wheeler & Co. of 32 Broadway had one of 
its agents write its Washington address for 
a report on Lake, Herring & Co., and the 
“ editor” wrote back that its “‘ very name 
was fishy.” The Baltimore concern took up 
the matter with the Post Office Wepart- 
ment, and was instrumental in securing the 
issuance of the fraud order against the 
puhlication.

Thousands See Big Parade Despite 
Inclement Weather. 


Despite the inclement weather, as large
